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Report  of  the  President 


At  midnight  June  30th-July  1st,  1967,  there  occurred  a  happening  rare, 
if  not  unique,  in  the  history  of  Canadian  higher  education.  At  that 
moment  staff  and  students  at  the  former  St.  Patrick's  College  became 
members  of  Carleton  University;  Carleton  established  a  new  division 
of  its  Faculty  of  Arts  to  be  called  St.  Patrick's  College;  it  instantan- 
eously had  a  graduate  School  of  Social  Work  of  international  reputa- 
tion; and  the  Echo  Drive  property  passed  from  the  ownership  of  the 
English  Oblates  of  Eastern  Canada  to  the  University. 

A  number  of  denominational  colleges  have  become  federated  or 
affiliated  with  a  university  in  the  past.  In  this  case  the  College  and  the 
School  are  now  integral  parts  in  every  way  of  a  non-sectarian  uni- 
versity. Under  the  agreed  arrangements  the  overall  jurisdiction  of  the 
governing  bodies  of  the  University  is  complete,  but  there  will  be  wide 
possibilities  for  initiatives  and  distinctive  approaches  in  both  the  Col- 
lege, and  the  School  of  Social  Work  with,  at  the  same  time,  provision 
for  sensible  coordination  with  activities  and  developments  on  the  main 
campus. 

The  larger  Carleton,  with  its  new  parts,  will  be  of  stronger  service  to 
society  than  the  former  denominational  units  and  the  University  could 
be  separately.  The  University  will  benefit  from  having  vigorous  new 
elements;  its  members  on  the  St.  Patrick's  campus  will  have  the  ad- 
vantages both  of  working  in  small,  fairly  intimate  academic  units, 
and  of  membership  in  a  larger  academic  community  with  its  greater 
resources.  It  is  anticipated  that  St.  Patrick's  College  will  develop  fur- 
ther strength  in  rather  broad  Arts  programs,  with  some  approaches 
different  from  those  on  the  Rideau  River  campus.  The  University  will 
ensure  that  the  School  of  Social  Work  is  able  to  continue  the  develop- 
ment of  its  high  quality  graduate  program. 

The  possibilities  of  the  integration  were  first  discussed  at  Carleton 
and  St.  Patrick's  carefully  and  quietly,  as  they  had  to  be.  Just  as  the 
new  year  was  about  to  begin  the  Department  of  University  Affairs  in- 
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dictated  its  approval  to  the  proposals  that  had  been  worked  out,  and 
gave  assurance  of  the  necessary  financial  provisions.  At  last  the 
changeover  formally  took  effect  and  Carleton  assumed  its  new  respon- 
sibilities on  July  1st.  We  believe  the  basic  arrangements  worked  out 
to  be  essentially  sound.  Their  success  in  the  years  ahead,  however, 
will  depend  on  the  good  will  and  cooperation  of  members  of  the  Uni- 
versity on  the  two  campuses. 

CARLETON  AT  25 

Carleton  passed  its  25th  anniversary  toward  the  end  of  the  academic 
year.  For  it  was  in  June,  1942,  that  Dr.  Henry  Marshall  Tory  and  a 
small  group  of  associates  held  the  meetings  that  led  to  the  establish- 
ment of  Carleton  College  and  the  offering  of  evening  courses  in 
borrowed  rooms  that  Fall.  Carleton  people  have  the  habit  of  looking 
ahead  more  than  of  looking  behind,  but  a  25th  anniversary  is  prob- 
ably a  good  time  to  consider  the  evolution  of  the  University,  past  and 
prospective. 

The  story  of  Carleton  in  the  1940's  seems  hardly  credible  to  those 
accustomed  to  1967  conditions.  It  is  difficult  now  to  conceive  of 
anyone  plunging  into  solid  degree-course  teaching,  first  on  a  part- 
time  and  then  on  a  full-time  basis,  without  any  government  grants 
or  any  substantial  church  or  private  financial  support.  The  Carleton 
of  those  days  did  that,  and  did  it  successfully.  There  were  times  in 
the  late  '40's  and  early  '50's  when  it  seemed  doubtful  to  many  that 
the  College  could  continue.  But  under  Dr.  Tory  and  Dr.  Maxwell 
MacOdrum  faith  won  over  figures,  and  the  College  not  only  sur- 
vived but  continued  to  grow  in  academic  strength  until  at  last  its 
existence  at  least  became  assured  with  the  growth  of  government 
grants. 

Among  Canadian  universities  Carleton  is  practically  in  a  genera- 
tion of  its  own.  It  is  not  among  the  older  group,  founded  before  the 
First  World  War,  which  have  had  many  years  to  develop  their 
strength  and  their  reputations.  Nor  is  it  among  the  new  crop  of  almost 
instant  universities  that  have  sprung  up  in  the  recent  years  of  fast- 
rising  enrolment:  conceived  one  year  and  operating  two  or  three 
years  later  with  fine  new  buildings  and  substantial  government  op- 
erating grants.  Although  its  reputation  is  growing  apace  Carleton  has 
not  the  renown  that  comes  with  time  and  hosts  of  graduates;  nor  does 
it  cut  the  dashing  figure  of  the  very  new.  Its  beginning  and  evolution 
do  seem  to  have  given  it  certain  distinctive  qualities:  a  toughness  of 
mind  that  is  neither  the  assumption  of  quality  of  older  universities, 
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nor  the  exhilaration  of  the  very  new;  a  devotion  to  demanding 
academic  standards;  a  flexibility  which  is  greater  than  that  of  long 
established  institutions;  but  which  rejects  novelty  just  for  the  sake  of 
novelty.  It  has  at  times  envied  support  going  to  new  universities  on 
a  scale  proportionately  far  higher  than  that  available  to  Carleton 
just  a  few  years  ago  at  comparable  stages  of  development.  But  past 
rough  days  have  left  elements  of  strength  in  the  character  of  the 
community. 

I  think  Dr.  Tory,  who  dreamed  dreams  and  acted  on  them  twenty- 
five  years  ago,  would  have  been  happy  had  he  seen  the  results  in 
1966-67.  Much  has  happened  to  the  Carleton  he  left  in  1947,  when 
it  had  just  acquired  its  first  building,  the  old  one  on  First  Avenue. 
This  past  year  he  would  have  found  a  solidly  established  University 
of  3,724  full-time  students;  2.800  part-time  students  in  degree  courses; 
a  full-time  faculty  of  232;  vigorously  developing  graduate  studies.  He 
would  have  seen  a  library  of  250.000  volumes,  excellent  laboratory 
facilities,  a  new  computer  installation;  and  an  array  of  buildings  be- 
ing used  close  to  capacity  from  8:30  in  the  morning  until  10:30  at 
night.  As  a  keen  academic  observer  he  would  have  discovered  that  a 
great  deal  of  good  and  hard  work  was  going  on  in  the  University,  and 
that  some  of  its  departments  and  units  stood  among  the  best  of  their 
kind  in  Canada.  Old  associates  of  his  think  Dr.  Tory  would  have 
been  pleased  at  what  he  found. 

As  Carleton  completed  its  first  quarter-century  many  of  its  people 
were  having  to  spend  a  good  deal  of  time  looking  ahead.  In  1966-67 
total  full-time  enrolment  rose  by  23%  above  that  of  the  previous 
year.  First  year  registration  alone  increased  by  35%.  The  number 
of  part-time  students  taking  degree  courses  went  up  by  13%.  The  list 
of  full-time  faculty  members  on  the  campus  grew  by  40.  We  do  not 
expect  increases  of  the  same  proportions  in  the  coming  years,  but  it 
is  plain  that  Carleton  will  have  to  continue  to  expand  its  capacity 
rapidly  if  the  needs  of  well  qualified  students  are  to  be  met.  But  there 
are  many  questions  before  the  University  in  addition  to  those  of 
straightforward  planning  for  expansion. 

UNIVERSITY  GOVERNMENT 

One  set  of  questions  relates  to  the  internal  government,  on  decision- 
making processes,  of  the  University.  During  the  past  year  the  Report 
of  the  Duff-Berdahl  Commission  on  University  Government  was 
studied  by  a  joint  committee  comprising  members  from  the  Board 
of  Governors,  the  Senate,  the  Academic  Staff  Association,  the  stu- 
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dents  and  administrative  officers.  The  Report  of  the  Joint  Committee 
published  in  April  recommended  a  number  of  changes  including: 
Senate  representation  on  the  Board  of  Governors;  Board  representa- 
tion on  the  Senate;  student  representation  on  the  Senate  committees 
and  in  the  Senate  itself;  Senate  representatives  on  the  Students' 
Council;  and  student  representatives  on  the  Board  of  Governors.  The 
last  recommendation  in  particular  raised  a  flutter  in  higher  education 
circles,  particularly  among  senior  members  of  other  Ontario  uni- 
versities. Students  are  already  represented  on  "Presidential  commit- 
tees" at  Carleton  and  have  made  useful  contributions.  The  idea  of 
them  being  represented  on  the  Board  of  Governors,  however,  seems 
strange  to  many  people,  and  undoubtedly  would  raise  a  number  of 
questions.  The  Report  of  the  Joint  Committee  will  now  be  studied  by 
various  University  bodies,  and  vigorous  discussions  on  its  recom- 
mendations and  related  matters  can  be  expected  during  1967-68. 

There  are  other  questions,  which  are  much  broader  and  less  well- 
defined,  about  students,  and  about  the  whole  working  of  the  Uni- 
versity community.  Whether  or  not  students  are  represented  on  certain 
bodies,  it  seems  desirable  there  be  better  processes  of  formulating 
and  expressing  student  views  and  needs.  Relations  between  students 
and  faculty  under  modern  conditions  in  a  growing  university  call  for 
examination.  Some  students  seem  to  wish  to  be  very  much  on  their 
own — to  have  plenty  of  opportunities  to  learn,  but  not  to  have  anyone 
looking  over  their  shoulder.  Others  seem  anxious  for  more  individual 
meetings  with  faculty  members  and  discussions  in  very  small  groups. 
Some  seem  eager  to  take  part  in  and  contribute  to  decisions  within 
the  University;  others  seem  more  concerned  with  their  own  affairs. 
A  number  of  both  senior  and  junior  members  of  the  University  think 
that  undergraduate  teaching  and  learning  methods  would  benefit  from 
re-examination,  although  some  changes  which  seem  obviously  ad- 
vantageous are  hardly  possible  with  the  ratio  of  students  to  staff  set 
by  prevailing  financial  provisions. 

RELATIONS  WITH  GOVERNMENT 

During  the  year  there  were  important  developments  in  relationships 
between  universities  and  government.  We  at  Carleton  welcomed  the 
appointment  of  Dr.  Douglas  T.  Wright  as  full-time  chairman  of  the 
Ontario  Committee  on  University  Affairs.  We  were  also  in  general 
happy  at  the  adoption  of  a  formula  system  for  operating  grants  to 
universities  in  the  Province.  In  the  fall  of  1966  the  Federal  Govern- 
ment decided  to  withdraw  from  the  field  of  university  grants,  against 
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compensating  arrangements,  leaving  the  Provinces  fully  responsible 
with  the  start  of  the  new  year.  As  it  was,  for  1966-67  Ontario  in  any 
case  decided  the  exact  total  of  government  grants  to  each  university 
by  saying  that  it  would  provide  an  amount  equal  to  the  difference 
between  the  federal  grant  in  each  case  and  a  figure  it  had  fixed. 

Until  this  year  Provincial  grants  have  been  decided  on  some  un- 
known basis  in  what  appeared  to  be  a  rather  arbitrary  way,  and 
Carleton  had  felt  strongly  for  several  years  that  it  was  not  receiving 
a  fair  share  in  relation  to  other  universities,  to  the  work  it  was  carry- 
ing on  and  to  the  rate  of  its  growth.  Under  the  new  system,  in  effect 
for  1967-68,  the  amount  of  government  operating  grants  will  depend 
directly  on  the  exact  number  of  students  being  taught,  with  different 
categories  having  different  weights.  Carleton  disagreed  with  aspects 
of  the  weighting  procedures  that  differentiate  sharply  between  honours 
and  general  degree  students  in  the  second  and  third  years.  Under  our 
system  the  two  categories  receive  practically  the  same  attention  and 
occasion  similar  costs  in  these  years. 

The  formula  method,  however,  has  some  decided  advantages.  It 
should  give  much  better  assurance  that  there  is  a  fair  division  of  funds 
among  the  universities;  and  it  should  obviate  any  need  in  the  future 
for  the  Committee  on  University  Affairs  to  investigate  detailed  ex- 
penditures of  universities.  It  will  be  up  to  the  universities  themselves 
to  do  the  best  they  can  with  the  funds  available.  The  vital  factor  of 
course  will  be  the  amount  in  dollars  of  the  basic  formula  unit.  The 
universities  of  the  Province  all  thought  that  the  figure  of  $1,320  set 
for  1967-68  was  somewhat  too  low,  and  would  handicap  them.  We 
all  hope  for  an  increase  to  be  applied  in  1968-69.  Carleton  and  all 
the  other  universities  face  heavy  pressures  from  needs  to  hold  and 
increase  faculty  in  the  face  of  competition  from  the  United  States  and 
from  other  provinces;  to  build  up  their  libraries;  and  to  develop  sup- 
porting staff  and  services. 

So  far  there  has  not  been  the  same  growth  of  clarity  on  the  capital 
side.  For  several  years  the  Province  has  followed  the  policy  of  pro- 
viding 85%  of  the  costs  of  approved  academic  buildings;  50%  of  the 
cost  of  certain  ancillary  facilities;  and  nothing  toward  others.  Private 
sources  were  expected  to  provide  the  balance.  Most  universities  in 
the  Province  reached  a  point  by  last  year  at  which  it  was  quite  im- 
possible for  them  to  raise  enough  further  private  funds  to  cover  the 
laid  down  proportions  of  capital  costs.  Carleton,  in  spite  of  the 
generosity  of  thousands  of  individual  givers,  was  in  a  particularly 
bad  situation  since  there  is  so  little  industry  in  this  area  and  the  main 
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local  employer,  the  federal  government,  so  far  makes  no  gifts  to 
Ottawa  universities.  Business  concerns  with  anything  like  the  same 
number  of  employees  would  undoubtedly  supply  a  great  deal  of  sup- 
port for  the  local  universities,  as  is  the  case  in  other  areas. 

During  the  year  the  situation  was  much  discussed  but  no  firm  new 
policy  was  announced.  The  Department  of  University  Affairs,  how- 
ever, encouraged  the  University  to  proceed  with  the  planning  of 
several  badly  needed  projects  in  the  expectation  that  some  suitable 
new  solution  would  be  arrived  at  to  cover  both  short  term  and  long 
term  needs. 

We  do  feel  highly  encouraged  by  the  increasingly  effective  work  of 
the  Committee  on  University  Affairs,  and  the  understanding  attitude 
of  the  Department  of  University  Affairs.  At  the  same  time  consulta- 
tion among  the  Ontario  universities  and  decisions  on  joint  action  have 
been  developing.  There  seem  to  be  good  prospects  for  the  develop- 
ment of  a  strong  Ontario  system  in  which  there  will  be  respect  for 
a  large  measure  of  autonomy  for  universities  and  also  provision  for 
some  overall  coordination,  and  necessary  decisions  about  application 
of  resources  by  the  Provincial  government.  If  the  total  resources 
made  available  are  sufficient  the  strength  and  health  of  the  system 
should  grow  vigorously.  Much  will  depend  not  only  on  the  under- 
standing of  government  bodies,  but  on  the  ability  of  the  universities 
to  work  out  many  things  sensibly  among  themselves.  It  is  not  a  ques- 
tion merely  of  the  degree  of  autonomy  of  each  university,  but  also 
of  the  capacity  of  the  universities  as  a  group  to  consult  and  act  to- 
gether when  necessary. 

GRADUATE  WORK 

The  vital  and  expensive  field  of  graduate  studies  holds  many  ques- 
tions for  Canada  and  for  the  universities  of  the  Province.  "De- 
velopment of  Graduate  Programs  for  Ontario  Universities"  was  the 
subject  of  a  study  by  the  commission  under  the  chairmanship  of  Dr. 
John  Spinks,  President  of  the  University  of  Saskatchewan.  While 
little  support  appeared  for  the  commission's  main  recommendation 
for  the  creation  of  an  overall  University  of  Ontario  to  coordinate 
developments  in  existing  universities,  the  Report  contained  many 
important  observations  and  recommendations  about  graduate  studies 
and  related  matters.  It  emphasized  the  need  for  rational  forward 
planning  and  coordination  in  the  development  of  graduate  programs; 
the  avoidance  of  unnecessary  duplication;  the  need  for  the  mobiliza- 
tion of  strong  resources  for  good  programs;  the  necessity  of  main- 
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taining  high  standards,  particularly  at  the  doctoral  level;  and  to 
suggest  means  for  additional  support  for  university  research  and  steps 
for  the  development  of  the  research  library  resources  for  the  uni- 
versity as  a  whole. 

The  Spinks  Report  stimulated  the  universities  themselves  to  rapid 
action.  Within  a  matter  of  weeks  the  Ontario  Council  of  Graduate 
Studies  had  been  established  and  arrangements  made  for  the  appraisal 
under  its  auspices  of  proposed  new  graduate  programs.  The  universi- 
ties also  moved  within  a  matter  of  months  toward  better  common  use 
and  development  of  library  holdings.  In  Carleton  itself  careful  thought 
and  planning  will  have  to  go  into  the  development  of  further  doctoral 
programs.  Sound  graduate  work  at  this  level  requires  strength  and 
faculty  and  larger  resources  of  quite  different  magnitude  than  those 
needed  for  Master's  programs.  Our  hope  is  that  we  shall  be  able  to 
move  successively  in  several  more  departments  and  we  can  be  as- 
sured that  we  will  have  a  solid  basis  in  faculty  members  and  library 
resources. 

FUTURE  STRUCTURE 

At  this  stage  of  its  development  Carleton  is  faced  by  a  number  of 
questions  about  its  future  academic  structure.  One  thing  certain  is 
that  there  will  be  an  inescapable  need  for  the  University  to  grow.  But 
what  forms  should  the  growth  take?  In  the  academic  world  there  is 
widespread  talk  about  the  problems  of  large  universities  and  dis- 
cussion about  development  within  them  of  units  that  are  effective  and 
still  not  too  large.  The  mere  total  size  of  a  university  is  seen  by  some 
as  tending  toward  the  submersion  of  the  individual  in  a  large  mass. 
On  the  other  hand  many  argue  that  a  great  many  things  can  only  be 
done,  or  be  done  better  in  a  good-sized  university  with  its  greater 
resources.  To  be  really  strong  under  modern  conditions  many  de- 
partments need  to  be  a  considerable  size — greater  than  that  possible 
in  a  small  university.  One  solution  is  to  divide  undergraduate  work  in 
major  areas  into  relatively  small  units,  but  to  mobilize  the  strength 
from  the  whole  university  for  graduate  work  in  each  area. 

A  college  system,  in  sharply  different  forms,  prevails  or  is  being 
adopted  in  a  number  of  universities.  At  Carleton  much  thought  is 
being  given  to  the  future  establishment  of  further  undergraduate 
colleges  that  would  give  undergraduates  and  faculty  members  the 
opportunity  of  working  in  fairly  small  academic  units  with  broad 
interests,  while  still  allowing  concentration  of  faculty  teaching  power 
at  the  graduate  level  by  disciplines.  St.  Patrick's  College  should  pro- 
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vide  very  valuable  experience  with  such  an  undergraduate  unit. 
Planning  for  further  such  differentiation  related  to  the  Faculty  of 
Arts  seems  particularly  important,  for  student  numbers  and  depart- 
ment sizes  are  growing  very  rapidly. 

PHYSICAL  PLANNING 

Physically,  the  most  urgent  need  of  the  University  is  for  a  Union, 
or  University  Centre  with  all  it  can  add  to  student  experience,  and 
to  the  life  of  the  whole  academic  community.  So  far  Carleton  has 
had  to  concentrate  practically  all  the  funds  available  to  it  from  public 
and  private  sources  on  academic  buildings  needed  to  meet  rapidly 
rising  enrolments.  Completion  of  the  large  Loeb  Building  for  Social 
Sciences  in  time  for  the  next  1967  fall  season  will  bring  some  im- 
provement, since  the  building  has  been  planned  to  provide  some 
places  where  students  can  sit  and  talk,  and  meet  with  faculty  mem- 
bers. Nevertheless  in  the  coming  year  with  over  4,000  full-time  stu- 
dents on  the  Rideau  River  campus  alone  there  will  be  completely  in- 
adequate space  for  students  to  take  meals  or  refreshments,  for  infor- 
mal talk  and  discussions,  for  relaxation,  and  for  the  carrying  on  of 
activities  which,  while  not  purely  academic,  are  extremely  important 
parts  of  university  life.  Discussions  about  a  Union  building  with  vig- 
orous student  participation  have  been  going  ahead  for  some  time,  and 
by  the  end  of  the  year  there  was  agreement  on  extremely  interesting 
sketch  plans.  Some  money  toward  construction  costs  is  accumulating, 
and  will  continue  to  be  derived  in  the  future  from  a  $10  annual  fee 
decided  on  several  years  ago  by  the  Students'  Association.  At  the 
end  of  the  year,  however,  the  source  of  the  major  part  of  the  neces- 
sary funds  is  still  unknown,  and  it  was  uncertain  what  proportion 
might  come  to  the  University  from  government  grants.  We  desper- 
ately hope,  however,  that  government  authorities  and  private  donors 
will  understand  the  urgency  of  the  need,  and  will  make  it  possible 
to  provide  the  facilities  so  badly  needed. 

The  space  situation  in  1966-67  was  saved  by  the  completion  for 
the  beginning  of  the  year  of  the  fine  new  Physics  Building,  the  second 
phase  of  the  C.  J.  Mackenzie  Building  for  Engineering,  and  two  new 
floors  of  classrooms  on  Southam  Hall.  The  major  construction  pro- 
ject proceeding  during  the  year  was  the  large  new  Loeb  Building 
for  the  Social  Sciences.  Thanks  to  rapid  and  efficient  work  on  the 
part  of  the  contractor,  Thomas  Fuller  Construction  Co.,  (1958) 
Limited,  this  advanced  very  well  toward  completion  in  time  for  the 
opening  of  classes  in  September,  only  some  16  months  from  the  start 
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of  work.  Many  at  the  University  shudder  to  think  of  the  chaos  that 
would  have  to  be  faced  in  the  Fall  if  the  building  had  not  gone  ahead 
so  well. 

The  immediate  construction  list  at  the  end  of  the  year  included:  a 
large  Controlled  Environment  Facility  for  rapidly  expanding  work 
in  Biology;  the  third  phase  of  the  C.  J.  Mackenzie  Building  for  En- 
gineering; an  addition  to  the  Central  Heating  Plant;  and  an  addition 
to  the  Gymnasium.  After  long  discussions  planning  was  proceeding 
for  the  Union  Building  which  it  is  hoped  to  start  in  1967-68  and 
which  will  have  to  be  of  considerable  size  to  meet  the  needs  of  the 
rapidly  growing  Carleton  community.  Much  work  was  also  done  on 
plans  for  an  administration  building,  to  house  administrative  offices 
now  taking  up  space  in  academic  buildings  and  in  the  Maxwell  Mac- 
Odrum  Library.  It  is  also  hoped  shortly  to  start  a  residence  tower 
building  with  650  places  to  be  ready  in  the  summer  of  July  1969, 
together  with  associated  dining  facilities.  Planning  connected  with 
the  Union  includes  badly  needed  expansion  of  general  University 
food  facilities.  Under  preliminary  study  are  an  engineering-science 
library;  a  geology  building;  a  mathematics  building;  and  an  additional 
building  for  Division  I  of  the  Faculty  of  Arts. 

The  ability  of  the  University  to  provide  these  essential  facilities 
will  depend  to  an  important  extent  on  support  from  private  sources. 
It  is  obvious  that  the  bulk  of  the  funds  will  have  to  come  from  the 
Provincial  Government;  at  the  end  of  the  year  there  were  indications 
that  universities  would  not  be  held  to  providing  earlier  stated  per- 
centages of  construction  costs  for  approved  projects,  but  it  was  also 
clear  that  funds  from  private  contributions  would  continue  to  be  a 
vital  element.  At  June  30th,  1967,  $2,174,607  of  the  $3,000,000 
objective  for  the  development  campaign  had  been  actually  given  or 
pledged.  The  University  is  deeply  grateful  to  those  who  contributed 
during  the  year,  and  to  the  campaign  workers  who  continued  their 
efforts.  In  the  next  phase  of  the  campaign  there  is  an  intense  need 
to  reach  the  objective  since  private  "seed  money"  is  so  essential  and 
has  such  a  large  part  to  play  in  facilitating  large  government  funds. 

SCHOOL  OF  ARCHITECTURE 

The  coming  establishment  of  a  School  of  Architecture  is  now  cer- 
tain. A  committee  under  the  chairmanship  of  Dr.  John  Ruptash, 
Dean  of  the  Faculty  of  Engineering,  has  been  working  on  the  plans 
for  some  time,  and  during  the  spring  the  Department  of  University 
Affairs  agreed  to  the  start  of  the  School  in  1968-69.  During  the  com-

ing  year  a  Director  will  be  chosen  and  preparations  made  for  the 
beginning  of  the  program  the  following  autumn.  We  believe  that 
the  School  will  add  a  distinctive  element  to  architectural  education 
in  Canada. 

CURRENT  SUPPORT 

On  the  operating  side  the  financial  situation  was  less  bad  in  1966- 
67  than  it  had  been  for  some  time.  Over  a  long  period  Carleton  had 
felt  that  it  was  receiving  proportionately  less  in  operating  grants  from 
the  Provincial  Government  than  some  other  universities  in  the  Prov- 
ince. In  1963-64  and  1964-65  we  had  had  to  incur  substantial  operat- 
ing deficits  in  order  to  maintain  absolutely  essential  teaching  strength. 
In  1966-67  increased  provincial  grants,  on  top  of  higher  federal 
grants  which  still  applied,  improved  the  situation  somewhat.  New 
full-time  teaching  positions  were  added,  supporting  staff  increased 
substantially;  academic  salaries  were  increased  somewhat,  although 
not  sufficiently,  and  it  was  necessary  to  meet  quite  sharply  rising 
general  costs.  It  was  possible  at  last  to  raise  the  level  of  buying  for 
the  library  substantially,  a  development  urgently  needed  in  view  of 
the  rapid  growth  of  advanced  undergraduate  and  graduate  work  in 
the  University. 

Under  the  formula  system  of  financing  to  come  into  effect  in 
1967-68  it  was  possible  to  plan  for  further  substantial  developments: 
over  50  additional  teaching  positions;  a  further  increase  in  library 
acquisitions  and  staff;  increased  supporting  staff;  and  increases  in 
academic  salaries  which  would  put  Carleton  in  the  better  although 
still  not  satisfactory  competitive  position. 

EVENTS  OF  THE  YEAR 

Apart  from  regular  University  activities  there  were  a  number  of 
special  events  and  ceremonies  on  the  campus  during  the  year.  At 
Fall  Convocation  Emeritus  Professor  Wilfrid  Eggleston  for  19  years 
Director  of  the  School  of  Journalism,  was  awarded  the  degree  of 
Doctor  of  Laws,  honoris  causa.  At  a  special  Convocation  to  mark  the 
opening  of  the  second  phase  of  the  C.  J.  Mackenzie  Building  hon- 
orary Doctorates  of  Engineering  were  awarded  to  A.  Brewer  Hunt 
of  Northern  Electric  Company  Limited;  John  S.  Foster  of  Atomic 
Energy  of  Canada  Limited;  and  Douglas  T.  Wright,  Chairman  of 
the  Committee  on  University  Affairs.  At  one  Spring  Convocation 
the  honorary  graduands  were  Professor  Hugh  MacLennan  of  McGill 
University  and  Peter  Dwyer  of  the  Canada  Council;  at  another  held  in 
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connection  with  the  official  opening  of  the  new  Physics  Building 
honorary  Doctorates  of  Science  were  conferred  on  Lloyd  George 
Elliott  of  Atomic  Energy  of  Canada  Limited;  Gerhard  Herzberg  of 
the  National  Research  Council;  and  Robert  Hofstadter  of  Stanford 
University. 

Following  the  end  of  spring  term  Carleton  was  host  to  the  Royal 
Society  of  Canada  and  some  35  other  Learned  Societies  so  the  cam- 
pus was  extremely  busy  during  all  the  early  part  of  the  summer. 

Board  of  Governors 

This  has  been  a  very  active  year  for  the  Board  of  Governors.  Growth 
and  expansion  of  the  University  adds  to  the  volume  of  questions 
dealt  with  by  the  Board  and  the  inevitable  result  is  that  there  are 
more  meetings  with  longer  agendas.  As  well,  the  various  committees 
meet  more  frequently,  fund  raising  becomes  more  involved,  and  the 
number  of  formal  occasions  to  which  members  of  the  Board  are  in- 
vited increase,  and  this  places  ever  greater  demands  on  their  ex- 
tremely busy  schedules. 

The  University  noted,  with  great  regret,  the  death  of  Mr.  Henry 
Gill,  who  had  been  a  member  of  the  Board  from  1959  to  1965  and 
had  been  active  with  the  Development  campaign  up  until  very 
recently. 

Mr.  R.  D.  Frayne's  term  as  Alumni  representative  ended  in  the 
fall  and  Mr.  C.  Jeffrey  was  elected  as  the  nominee  of  the  Alumni 
Association.  Messrs.  D.  M.  Coolican,  C.  F.  Elliott,  T.  R.  Montgom- 
ery, C.  Everett,  A.  B.  R.  Lawrence,  General  H.  F.  G.  Letson,  Dr. 
H.  Pullen,  and  Mrs.  A.  H.  Zimmerman  were  re-elected  for  further 
terms.  Mr.  W.  Teron  was  elected  as  the  other  new  member  this  year.

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REPORTS  FROM  THE  FACULTIES 


Faculty  of  Arts 


The  academic  year  1966-67,  while  it  did  not  witness  any  dramatic 
changes  in  the  curriculum  in  Arts,  continued  the  pace  of  expansion 
in  students  and  faculty  that  has  been  the  dominant  feature  of 
Canadian  university  life  over  the  past  decade.  Carleton,  for  example, 
has  virtually  doubled  in  enrolment  in  the  four  years  from  1962,  and 
particular  sections  of  the  University,  notably  graduate  studies,  have 
grown  even  more  rapidly.  In  this  expansion  the  Arts  Faculty,  to- 
gether with  its  specialized  schools  (Commerce,  Journalism  and 
Public  Administration)  has  held  its  own,  encompassing  today,  as  it 
did  in  1962,  roughly  two-thirds  of  Carleton's  student  body.  During 
the  year  under  review,  the  enrolment  in  the  Faculty  grew  by  just 
under  19  per  cent,  a  considerable  increase  over  the  previous  year: 
2,473  students  in  1966-67  and  2,023  in  1965-66.  The  doubling  in 
students  over  the  past  four  years  has  been  matched  by  a  similar 
growth  in  the  size  of  the  faculty:  73  full-time  members  in  1962-63; 
144  in  1966-67.  This  quantitative  expansion  has  been  accompanied 
by  a  qualitative  one,  reflected  in  the  greater  diversity  of  experience 
and  interests  that  is  found  in  a  larger  community  of  scholars  and 
teachers. 

The  year  saw  the  fulfilment  of  a  proposal  first  presented  to  the 
Senate  in  1963:  that  Carleton  begin  instruction  in  the  field  of  the 
visual  arts.  The  University  was  fortunate  in  attracting  Miss  Mary- 
Louise  Funke  from  the  Montreal  Museum  of  Fine  Arts  to  become 
the  first  full-time  faculty  member  in  Art.  Two  courses  have  been 
offered  in  European  art  history  and  a  beginning  made  in  assembling 
the  collection  of  slides  and  reproductions  that  is  essential  to  teaching 
in  this  field.  Registration  for  the  two  new  courses  was  encouragingly 
large,  showing  that  within  the  student  body  there  existed  a  keen 
interest  in  studying  the  broad  cultural  expressions  of  Western  civili- 
zation. For  the  coming  year  it  is  intended  to  widen  the  offerings  in 
Art  through  the  introduction  of  a  first  course  in  Canadian  art.  At 
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the  same  time  the  new  Department  has  become  a  participating  mem- 
ber of  the  Institute  of  Canadian  Studies,  a  development  which  en- 
hances the  Institute's  capacity  to  comprehend  the  Canadian  ex- 
perience. 

The  commencement  of  teaching  in  Art  led  logically  to  an  examina- 
tion of  the  place  of  its  sister  discipline,  Music,  in  the  University  cur- 
riculum. At  the  outset  it  was  recognized  that  Carleton's  resources 
would  not  permit  the  establishment  of  a  school  of  music,  devoted  to 
teaching  the  performing  aspects  of  the  subject.  In  any  event,  it  was 
known  that  the  University  of  Ottawa  was  interested  in  founding  such 
a  school,  so  it  was  felt  that  Carleton's  efforts  might  better  be  directed 
towards  activity  that  would  be  complementary  rather  than  com- 
petitive. The  decision  to  base  music  teaching  at  Carleton  on  an 
analytical  and  historical  approach,  and  to  make  practical  activity 
ancillary  to  these  objectives,  was  in  conformity  with  the  earlier 
Senate  discussions  on  a  fine  arts  curriculum  for  the  University. 
Courses  in  Music  will  be  given  within  the  Faculty  of  Arts  and  will 
be  freely  available  to  students  in  every  discipline.  In  time,  an  ex- 
pansion of  offerings  and  facilities  will  allow  a  major  in  Music  to  be 
taken  and  perhaps  an  honours  degree.  For  the  immediate  future, 
however,  Music  at  Carleton  will  be  regarded  as  something  relevant 
and  enriching  in  a  liberal  arts  education  and  not  as  a  subject  for  the 
professional  performer  or  the  specialized  teacher.  Its  presence  repre- 
sents a  rounding  out  of  the  curriculum,  which  now  encompasses  the 
principal  divisions  of  the  arts  and  letters.  A  fortuitous  consequence 
of  this  objective  is  the  means  it  will  afford  for  the  education  of 
persons  competent  in  the  criticism  and  analysis  of  musical  per- 
formances. It  has  long  been  recognized  that  there  exists  a  great 
dearth  of  such  knowledgeable  people  in  Canada.  Here  is  a  need 
which  Music  and  Journalism  might  join  in  constructive  (and  melodic) 
harmony  to  meet. 

Throughout  the  year  a  faculty  committee  considered  these  ques- 
tions and  conducted  a  search  for  a  suitable  first  appointment  in 
Music.  The  search  extended  to  three  countries  and  eventually  the 
committee  recommended  to  the  President  that  a  distinguished  British 
musician  be  offered  the  appointment.  Mr.  John  Churchill,  who  has 
been  a  member  of  the  faculty  of  the  Royal  College  of  Music  as  well 
as  Director  of  Music  at  the  Church  of  St.  Martin-in-the-Fields,  Tra- 
falgar Square,  London,  will  assume  duties  at  Carleton  in  September, 
1967.  His  wide  experience  in  teaching  and  examining  (including 
adjudicating  at  the  Ottawa  Music  Festival)  and  his  interest  in  the 
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study  of  musical  history  auger  well  for  the  health  of  the  new  Depart- 
ment and  suggest  that  its  impact,  both  inside  and  outside  the  formal 
University  curriculum,  will  be  increasingly  felt  at  Carleton  in  the 
years  ahead. 

An  important  development  in  the  curriculum  of  the  School  of 
Journalism  was  approved  by  the  Senate  during  the  year.  This  was 
the  establishment  of  a  four-year  Bachelor  of  Journalism  with 
Honours,  a  proposal  which  reflected  the  initiative  and  experience  of 
the  new  Director  of  the  School,  Professor  T.  Joseph  Scanlon.  The 
objectives  of  the  new  program  were  two-fold:  to  provide  a  degree 
of  specialization  that  would  fit  aspiring  journalists  to  undertake  the 
reporting  in  depth  that  is  required  by  an  increasingly  complex  world, 
and  to  offer  a  more  challenging  course  to  students  of  superior  ability. 
The  traditional  three-year  general  course  in  Journalism  will  be  con- 
tinued but  a  new  program  will  be  created,  encompassing  an  ex- 
panded and  deepened  curriculum.  The  Honours  candidate  will  take 
six  rather  than  five  Journalism  courses  as  well  as  a  group  of  special- 
ized courses  in  some  other  subject.  In  his  final  year  he  will  be  given 
the  opportunity  to  direct  cooperative  projects,  the  object  being  to 
provide  him  with  experience  and  training  so  that  he  might  later 
assume  supervisory  roles  in  the  various  communication  fields.  It 
was  also  agreed  that  an  honours  degree  in  Journalism  could  be 
taken  in  association  with  Science  or  Engineering.  The  need  for 
specialized  reporting  in  these  areas  is  self-evident  and  a  program  has 
been  devised  which  will  allow  the  Journalism  student  to  gain  suffi- 
cient background  in  pure  or  applied  science  to  undertake  this  task. 
High  standards  will  be  required  on  admittance  and  will  have  to  be 
maintained  throughout  the  four-year  degree.  The  new  Honours  pro- 
gram, which  will  go  into  effect  in  1967-68,  represents  a  significant 
innovation  in  the  education  of  journalists  and  communications  per- 
sonnel in  Canada. 

The  Common  First  Year  curriculum  in  Arts  also  underwent  some 
changes,  especially  in  group  2  of  the  requirements.  Group  2  includes 
subjects  which  are  intended  to  provide  "an  introduction  to  the 
problems  of  thought  and  conduct".  In  the  past  this  option  has  con- 
sisted of  two  courses:  Philosophy  100  (Introduction  to  Philosophy) 
and  Humanities  100,  an  examination  of  dominant  views  on  the 
nature  of  man  from  Biblical  times  to  the  present.  For  the  coming 
year  the  introductory  course  in  Philosophy  will  be  given  in  four 
sections,  each  emphasizing  a  different  aspect  of  the  subject.  Philo- 
sophy 100  will  discuss,  as  it  does  at  present,  the  philosophy  of 
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religion  and  ethics  in  the  first  term  and  logic  and  philosophy  of 
science  in  the  second  term.  A  new  section,  Philosophy  105,  will  be 
offered,  which  will  consist  of  an  historical  and  critical  examination 
of  selected  philosophical  classics.  Philosophy  110,  another  new 
course,  will  concern  itself  with  philosophical  methods  and  logic  and 
the  philosophy  of  science,  while  the  fourth  course,  Philosophy  120, 
will  focus  on  reason  and  argument  and  the  procedures  for  resolving 
controversy.  The  effect  of  the  wider  range  of  offerings  will  be  to 
provide  material  to  students  which  will  match  their  interests  more 
appropriately.  The  change  does  not  represent  an  undesirable  pro- 
liferation of  courses  since  the  growth  of  enrolment  would  have  re- 
quired three  or  four  sections  of  Philosophy  100  in  1967-68  in  any 
case.  The  sections  will  be  kept  under  200  students  in  order  to  make 
class  sizes  in  introductory  Philosophy  as  uniform  as  possible. 

In  1967-68  group  2  of  the  First  Year  curriculum  will  also  see 
the  addition  of  Religion  100,  Introduction  to  World  Religions. 
Dealing  with  such  world  religions  as  Hinduism,  Buddhism,  Shinto 
and  Islam,  the  course  examines  each  from  the  point  of  view  of  the 
philosophy  of  religion.  Thus  it  is  an  appropriate  introduction  to  the 
"thought  and  conduct"  of  non-Western  cultures  in  the  world.  Again, 
an  additional  element  of  choice  is  introduced  into  the  First  Year 
curriculum  in  order  to  accommodate  the  diverse  interests  of  an  ever- 
larger  entering  class.  The  same  trend  is  observable  in  the  division  of 
French  100  (French  Literature)  into  three  classes  emphasizing  dif- 
ferent periods  of  study.  Students  electing  French  as  a  major  subject 
will  study  French  literature  from  the  Middle  Ages  to  the  end  of  the 
nineteenth  century  (to  Zola);  while  other  students  fulfilling  the  First 
Year  language  requirements  will  take  either  a  course  in  selected 
literary  works  of  all  types  from  the  Middle  Ages  to  modern  times 
(French  101)  or  modern  French  literature,  including  the  theatre 
(French  102). 

Visitors  to  our  campus  during  the  past  year  have  been  able  to 
follow  the  fascinating  construction  of  our  first  high-rise  academic 
building.  Located  to  the  south  of  Southam  Hall  and  the  main  lecture 
theatres,  the  Loeb  Building  for  the  Social  Sciences  has  an  attractive 
setting  on  the  banks  of  the  Rideau  River.  The  planning  for  this 
building  commenced  in  1963,  when  the  departments  in  the  social 
sciences  gave  serious  consideration  to  their  needs  for  teaching  and 
research  facilities  in  1970.  The  chief  architect  for  the  building  is 
Mr.  James  Strutt.  The  building  has  been  built  by  the  Thomas 
Fuller  Construction  Co.,  (1958)  Limited.  It  is  expected  that  it  will 
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be  occupied  in  the  late  summer  of  1967,  in  time  for  a  year  of  active 
service  commencing  in  September.  The  addition  of  this  large  building 
for  the  Faculty  of  Arts  has  given  valuable  relief  in  the  developing 
space  requirements  of  an  increasing  student  body  and  faculty. 

The  Loeb  Building  provides  space  for  the  Departments  of  Econo- 
mics, Geography,  Political  Science,  Psychology,  Public  Law,  and 
Sociology,  and  for  the  Schools  of  Commerce,  International  Affairs, 
and  Public  Administration.  In  addition,  special  provision  has  been 
made  for  the  temporary  occupancy  of  the  Departments  of  Art  and 
Music,  and  for  various  administrative  offices.  The  Agricultural 
Economics  Research  Council  will  also  be  housed  in  the  building, 
having  been  based  at  Carleton  ever  since  its  inception  in  1963.  It 
is  a  truism  that  physical  facilities  do  not  in  themselves  produce 
good  research.  However,  it  is  encouraging  to  report  that  the  physical 
facilities  for  research  in  the  social  sciences  at  Carleton  have  been 
improved  immensely  by  this  new  construction,  and  good  results  are 
expected. 

One  new  departure  in  research  interest  that  is  related  to  the  new 
facilities  is  worthy  of  special  mention.  The  Department  of  Psychology 
has  established  a  pre-school  for  sixty  three-  and  four-year-old  children 
that  will  provide  an  excellent  opportunity  for  observation  and  re- 
search in  developmental  and  experimental  child  psychology.  This 
particular  field  of  psychology  has  not  been  the  subject  of  much  con- 
centrated research  effort  in  Canadian  universities,  and  it  is  generally 
recognized  that  the  field  deserves  attention. 

The  funds  available  to  the  Faculty  of  Arts  for  the  support  of 
research  and  publication  during  1966-67  amounted  to  $20,000  — 
a  substantial  increase  over  the  previous  year.  The  steady  growth  of 
the  Faculty  means  that  more  scholars  seek  assistance  for  research 
and  publication.  During  the  past  academic  year  more  than  sixty 
members  of  the  faculty  received  grants  from  this  source.  The  topics 
of  research  and  publication  were  varied.  By  way  of  examples,  grants 
were  made  for  the  purchase  of  a  microfilm  copy  of  parts  of  the  British 
Cabinet  debates  from  1916  to  1922,  for  research  on  the  United  States 
Supreme  Court  and  its  concern  with  the  social  sciences,  for  training 
in  computer  mapping  at  Harvard  University,  for  research  "on  eye 
movements  in  the  impression  formation  process",  for  publication 
of  the  Journal  of  Xavier  Marmier,  for  the  preparation  of  a  manu- 
script on  "Le  theme  du  mariage  mixte  chez  les  romanciers  juifs 
americains  et  francais  apres  la  Seconde  Guerre  Mondiale",  and  for 
the  publication  of  a  work  on  the  sovietization  of  Tadzhikistan.  It 
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was  particularly  rewarding  to  be  able  to  aid  in  the  publication  of  a 
new  journal,  Social  History:  A  Canadian  Review,  a  bilingual  project 
in  which  Carleton  University  and  the  University  of  Ottawa  co- 
operate. The  initial  number  of  this  publication,  the  first  of  its  kind 
to  originate  in  Canada,  is  expected  before  the  end  of  1967.  The  rela- 
tively small  grants  from  this  fund  were  made  to  members  of  the 
Faculty  with  a  minimum  of  delay  and  administrative  procedures, 
permitting  the  recipients  to  complete  research  projects  of  limited 
scope  and  to  carry  manuscripts  to  the  point  of  publication. 

Several  members  of  the  Faculty  of  Arts  won  high  academic 
honours  during  the  year.  Professor  John  Porter  of  the  Department 
of  Sociology  was  awarded  the  Maclver  Lectureship  by  the  American 
Sociological  Association  for  his  widely  discussed  study,  The  Vertical 
Mosaic  (Toronto,  1965).  Later,  Professor  Porter  was  the  recipient 
of  the  degree  of  Doctor  of  Science  (Economics)  by  the  University 
of  London,  a  higher  doctorate  granted  for  published  work  by  a 
scholar  of  authoritative  standing  in  his  subject.  A  similar  success 
was  earned  by  Professor  Fernand  Ouellet  of  the  Department  of 
History,  whose  Histoire  economique  et  sociale  du  Quebec,  1760-1850 
(Montreal,  1966)  won  him  the  Grand  Prix  Litteraire  de  la  Ville  de 
Montreal  for  1967.  Dr.  H.  Blair  Neatby,  also  of  the  Department  of 
History,  was  awarded  a  Guggenheim  Fellowship  to  assist  him  during 
a  sabbatical  year  in  the  writing  of  a  projected  second  volume  in  his 
life  of  W.  L.  Mackenzie  King.  Dr.  B.  A.  McFarlane,  Associate 
Professor  of  Sociology,  was  the  1967  winner  of  the  Canada  Inter- 
national Labour  Fellowship,  allowing  him  to  spend  the  next  academic 
year  at  the  International  Institute  for  Labour  Studies  in  Geneva, 
studying  the  impact  of  technological  change  on  the  European  labour 
movement.  It  is  interesting  to  recall  that  Professor  Porter  won  the 
same  award  the  year  before.  Professor  Wilfrid  Eggleston,  after 
having  been  awarded  an  honorary  degree  of  Doctor  of  Laws  at 
Carleton's  Autumn  Convocation  in  November,  received  an  honorary 
degree  of  Doctor  of  Letters  in  May  from  the  University  of  Western 
Ontario,  the  home  of  Canada's  other  School  of  Journalism.  Professor 
Norman  Robertson,  Director  of  the  School  of  International  Affairs, 
was  granted  an  honorary  Doctorate  of  Laws  at  the  University  of  Vic- 
toria in  the  same  month. 

Nine  members  of  the  Arts  Faculty  received  Canada  Council  Senior 
Fellowships  for  1967-68,  giving  Carleton  third  place  among  Canadian 
universities  in  the  competition  for  these  valued  awards.  The  fact  that 
Carleton's  share  of  awards  was  exceeded  only  by  the  numbers  going 
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to  two  larger  institutions,  the  Universities  of  British  Columbia  and 
Toronto,  testifies  to  the  activity  and  imagination  in  scholarly  research 
displayed  by  Carleton  faculty  members.  The  grants  will  allow  their 
recipients  to  spend  sabbatical  years  in  centres  as  remote  as  Paris, 
Jamaica  and  the  Canary  Islands,  studying  such  topics  as  Voltaire's 
poetry,  urban  renewal  and  the  Spanish  religious  writer  Unamuno. 
In  addition  a  number  of  other  faculty  members  were  granted  Canada 
Council  short-term  awards  for  summer  research  or  for  attendance  at 
learned  conferences. 

Several  members  of  faculty  served  the  Government  of  Canada  in 
research  capacities  during  the  year.  Dr.  K.  D.  McRae  of  the  Depart- 
ment of  Political  Science  and  Dr.  H.  B.  Neatby  of  the  Department 
of  History  have  assisted  the  Royal  Commission  on  Bilingualism  and 
Biculturalism  as  research  supervisors  on  a  part-time  basis  since  1964. 
Dr.  Khayyam  Z.  Paltiel,  Associate  Professor  of  Political  Science, 
acted  as  Research  Director  for  the  Advisory  Committee  on  Election 
Expenses.  In  October  the  committee  tabled  its  report  in  Parliament 
and  later  Professor  Paltiel  edited  a  collection  of  Studies  in  Canadian 
Party  Finance  which  was  published  by  the  Queen's  Printer  in  April 
Dr.  Michael  Stein  of  the  Political  Science  Department  prepared  a 
paper  for  this  volume  and  five  Carleton  graduates  assisted  as  re- 
search workers  or  co-authors. 

Three  Carleton  students  won  Woodrow  Wilson  Fellowships  in 
1967  for  graduate  study  at  any  university  in  Canada  or  the  United 
States.  The  Fellowships  are  worth  $2,000  as  well  as  full  tuition  costs 
for  a  year  at  graduate  school.  There  were  two  Science  students  and 
one  Arts  student  in  the  Carleton  group.  In  addition,  four  other 
students  in  Arts  and  Science  received  honourable  mention  in  the 
competition. 

The  following  representatives  of  other  universities  visited  Carleton 
during  the  year  and  met  with  members  of  the  faculty  and  the  student 
body: 

Mr.  Christian  Fouchet,  Minister  of  Education,  France,

The  President's  Committee  on  Fine  Arts  was  responsible  for  a 
lively  spate  of  artistic  and  cultural  activity  during  the  year.  Musically 
the  year's  events  began  on  30  September,  1966,  with  a  inaugural 
recital  by  the  young  Montreal  pianist  Ronald  Turini  on  the  nine  foot 
Steinway  concert  grand  donated  to  the  University  by  members  of 
the  H.  S.  Southam  family.  Four  concerts  were  held  in  the  Chamber 
Concerts  series:  the  Aeolian  String  Quartet,  the  Deller  Consort,  the 
La  Salle  String  Quartet  and  Alirio  Diaz,  guitarist.  Three  of  these 
events  took  place  before  capacity  audiences  in  the  Alumni  Theatre. 
Even  more  significant  was  the  fact  that  there  was  a  gratifying  increase 
in  the  number  of  students  attending  one  or  all  of  the  concerts.  Two 
special  musical  events  took  place:  a  concert  by  the  Gabora  Quartet 
of  Montreal  in  April  (supported  by  a  Canada  Council  grant)  and  the 
choir  of  Calgary  University  entertained  on  an  evening  in  early  May. 
Professor  Andrew  Jeffrey,  the  "impressario"  of  the  chamber  con- 
certs, while  experiencing  the  usual  trials  of  the  promoter  of  musical 
events,  deserves  full  credit  for  the  success  of  the  musical  year  at 
Carleton.  The  Choral  Society,  under  the  direction  of  Brian  Law,  con- 
tinued to  provide  enjoyment  to  its  members  and  to  the  large  groups 
who  heard  it  on  several  occasions.  Benjamin  Britten's  St.  Nicholas 
Cantata  was  performed  in  December,  while  the  choir  gave  a  cus- 
tomary spring  concert  which  included  pieces  from  the  twelfth  cen- 
tury to  the  present  day.  The  Band  experienced  an  active  year  under 
the  direction  of  its  new  conductor,  Mr.  Robert  Cleall. 

Mr.  Duncan  de  Kergommeaux  arranged  a  number  of  exhibitions 
of  art  and  sculpture  which  were  held  in  University  buildings.  Styles 
represented  in  these  exhibitions  showed  a  remarkable  diversity, 
ranging  from  the  frankly  experimental  of  Mr.  Les  Levine  to  more 
orthodox  canvases  and  prints  by  Mr.  Claude  Breeze  and  five  Ottawa 
artists.  There  was  an  exhibition  of  collages  by  Greg  Curnoe  and  in 
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the  second  term  the  Bytown  International  Photographic  Exhibition, 
showing  225  prints  selected  from  entries  submitted  from  many 
countries,  was  held  on  the  campus. 

In  the  field  of  drama,  Mr.  Michael  Tait  continued  as  a  half-time 
member  of  the  English  Department  and  as  the  supervisor  and  guide 
for  student  dramatic  activities.  He  produced  two  plays  by  Harold 
Pinter:  The  Room  and  The  Birthday  Party.  The  Sock  and  Buskin 
Drama  Society  staged,  very  acceptably,  The  Lady's  Not  For  Burning 
in  the  first  term.  Drama  also  flourished  in  the  French  language,  where 
Mile.  Madeleine  Gobeil,  Lecturer  in  French,  brought  forth  classical 
drama  through  the  agency  of  French  250  (Le  theatre:  theorie  et 
pratique).  Moliere's  Le  Malade  Imaginaire  was  brilliantly  conceived 
and  acted  before  packed  houses  on  two  evenings  in  November.  Le 
Theatre  Populaire  du  Quebec,  a  lively  touring  company,  brought 
two  plays  to  the  campus:  Beaumarchais'  Le  Barbier  de  Seville  in 
November  and  de  Musset's  On  Ne  Badine  pas  avec  1' Amour  in 
February.  The  first  performance  was  part  of  French  Week,  seven 
days  in  mid-November  given  over  to  plays,  films  and  lectures  to 
mark  the  achievement  of  France  in  the  arts  and  letters.  The  week 
attracted  considerable  interest  and  effectively  made  known  the  French 
presence  at  Carleton  among  the  student  body  and  the  wider  Ottawa 
community.

During  the  past  year  the  University's  collection  of  fine  art  has  ex- 
panded greatly,  and  will  shortly  include  over  twenty  paintings  and 
graphics.  All  these  works  are  the  gifts  of  donors,  of  whom  two  in 
particular  have  exerted  commendable  activity  in  acquiring  for  the 
University  the  majority  of  the  collection. 

Mr.  Alan  Wilkinson  presented  two  works  of  Goodridge  Roberts  as 
the  basis  of  a  collection  in  memory  of  his  mother,  Anne  Wilkinson, 
the  Canadian  poet.  Subsequently  friends  of  his  mother  donated  funds 
for  the  purchase  of  further  works,  of  which  eight  have  already  been 
obtained.  Three  of  these  are  on  loan,  having  been  chosen  for  their 
distinction  as  part  of  the  National  Gallery's  Centennial  exhibition: 
"Three  Hundred  Years  of  Canadian  Art". 

Mr.  Duncan  de  Kergommeaux,  Canadian  artist,  has  presented  two 
of  his  works  to  the  University,  and  obtained  as  gifts  from  fellow  artists 
five  other  paintings. 

Thus  the  original  collection  has  been  one  of  Canadian  contem- 
porary art,  numbering  twenty  works.  A  gift  of  six  engravings,  wood- 
cuts, etc.,  of  continental  artists  from  the  16th  to  the  20th  centuries 
will  shortly  form  a  basis  of  an  expanded  collection  of  an  international 
character,  with  an  emphasis  on  Canadian  contemporaries. 

Since  the  University  has  as  yet  no  endowment  for  the  purchase  of 
art,  it  is  particularly  grateful  for  these  gifts  of  works  by  established 
artists,  both  as  a  means  of  beautifying  the  buildings  of  the  campus 
and  of  forming  a  collection  which  will  arouse  both  the  aesthetic  and 
educational  interest  of  its  faculty  and  students. 

An  illustrated  catalogue  of  the  collection  is  planned  for  production 
over  the  next  few  months  and  will  be  available  to  friends  of  the 
University.

To  attempt  to  evaluate  the  work  of  a  faculty  at  the  end  of  an  academic 
year  is  an  exercise  fraught  with  difficulties.  September  (1966)  saw  us 
with  an  increase  of  twenty  per  cent  in  the  number  of  students  in  this 
faculty  and  a  greatly  augmented  teaching  staff  of  well-tried  and  new 
scholars.  In  May,  we  graduated  eighty-one  of  these  students.  By  fai 
the  largest  percentage  of  these  are  going  on  to  graduate  work  in  other 
institutions:  one  as  a  Woodrow  Wilson  Fellow,  two  as  National 
Research  Council  1967  Scholars,  some  under  National  Research 
Council  bursaries,  some  under  Ontario  Graduate  Fellowships,  and 
some  under  teaching  and  research  aids  from  the  institutions  where 
they  plan  to  work.  Of  the  remainder,  some  were  about  to  enter  the 
teaching  profession,  some  to  begin  careers  in  Medicine,  Dentistry, 
etc.,  and  a  few  to  enter  business. 

Was  the  year  a  success?  Evaluation  will  have  to  await  the  test  of 
time.  From  the  faculty's  point  of  view,  somewhat  more  tangible 
results  can  be  reported,  as  can  be  seen  from  the  list  of  publications 
appended  to  this  Report.  While  we  recognize  that  this  is  not  the  whole 
story,  it  is  the  aspect  of  research  work  that  fund-granting  bodies  need 
to  evaluate  the  worth  of  a  man.  Recognition  of  the  scientific  signifi- 
cance of  our  research  work  has  come  through  the  rather  generous 
support  of  our  research  projects.  Two  items  in  particular  might  be 
mentioned:  one  is  the  large  grant  from  the  National  Research  Coun- 
cil to  Drs.  Setterfield  and  Iyer  of  the  Department  of  Biology  for  the 
purchase  of  a  Siemens  Electron  Microscope  and  a  Spinco  Ultra  Cen- 
trifuge, and  the  second,  a  grant,  again  from  the  National  Research 
Council  and  Atomic  Energy  of  Canada  Limited,  to  Professor  Hincks 
and  the  members  of  the  Department  of  Physics  for  the  support  and 
operation  of  the  Dynamitron,  which  is  jointly  sponsored  by  Carleton 
University  and  the  University  of  Ottawa.  This  last  venture  in  co- 
operation between  two  sister  institutions  is  working  remarkably  well 
and  indicates  the  direction  in  which  much  of  the  future  scientific  work 
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of  this  country  might  be  attempted. 

In  August  of  1966,  the  Departments  of  Physics  and  Mathematics 
moved  from  the  H.  M.  Tory  Building  into  the  new  Physics  Building, 
which  was  constructed  at  a  cost  of  approximately  $3,000,000.  This 
building,  consisting  of  office,  undergraduate  and  research  wings,  has 
a  total  area  of  95,000  square  feet;  the  three-wing  design  enabled 
efficiency  in  constructing  a  variation  of  floor-loading  capacities  —  the 
heaviest,  450  pounds  per  square  foot,  is  needed  for  some  research 
areas  which  also  have  to  be  vibration  free.  The  design  also  ensures 
economy  in  air  conditioning  from  a  comfort  level  in  the  office  wing 
to  the  strict  climatic  control  necessary  for  experiments  and  apparatus 
in  the  research  wing.  The  one-storey  research  and  graduate  wing 
contains  15  research  "modules"  or  laboratories,  a  storeroom,  tech- 
nical room,  dark  room,  and  a  standards  room.  Provision  was  made 
for  the  addition  of  two  more  storeys  in  the  second  and  final  phase 
in  1969-70.  The  four-storey  undergraduate  wing  contains,  on  the 
ground  floor,  a  neutron  generator  laboratory,  nuclear  physics  labora- 
tory, mobile  laboratory  station  for  field  projects,  and  a  4,600  square 
foot  science  machine  shop  with  specially-designed  areas  for  its  up- 
to-date  facilities.  The  three  other  storeys  include  laboratories  for 
advanced,  intermediate  and  elementary  physics,  two  150-seat  lecture 
theatres  with  projection  and  demonstration  facilities,  a  students' 
technical  room,  and  six  classrooms  with  a  total  capacity  of  360  seats. 
Provision  was  made  for  the  construction  of  one  additional  storey  in 
the  second  phase.  The  four-storey  office  wing  contains  offices,  a  con- 
ference room,  seminar  room  and  graduate  students'  study  space  for 
the  Department  of  Physics  on  the  first  two  storeys,  and  similar  ac- 
commodation for  the  Department  of  Mathematics  on  the  upper  two 
storeys. 

The  removal  of  the  Department  of  Physics  to  its  own  building 
freed  much-needed  space  in  the  Tory  Building  for  the  Departments 
of  Biology  and  Geology.  For  the  first  time  since  the  move  of  the 
University  to  this  present  campus,  the  Department  of  Geology  is 
now  housed  under  one  roof  and  adequately  supplied  with  teaching 
and  research  laboratories.  Needless  to  say,  this  has  had  a  great 
effect  upon  the  morale  of  the  Department.  In  all  of  the  conversion 
work,  as  in  the  new  Steacie  and  Physics  buildings,  great  emphasis 
has  been  placed  upon  the  efficiency  in  the  teaching  areas  and  flexi- 
bility in  the  areas  devoted  to  research. 

A  three-day  International  Conference  on  the  topic  "Electromag- 
netic Sizes  of  Nuclei",  organized  by  the  Department  of  Physics  with

the  collaboration  of  the  Elementary  Particle  Physics  group  at  the 
National  Research  Council,  was  held  at  Carleton  on  May  22-24, 
1967.  The  chief  purpose  of  the  meeting  was  to  bring  together  those 
physicists  who  are  active  in  the  study  of  electric  charge  and  magnetic 
moment  distributions  in  atomic  nuclei  using  the  complementary 
techniques  of  electron  scattering  and  muonic  x-rays.  About  eighty 
physicists  attended,  of  whom  about  half  were  from  the  United  States 
and  the  rest  from  Canada  and  Europe. 

A  number  of  significant  new  results  were  revealed  during  the 
papers  and  discussions.  The  point  of  greatest  interest  was  probably 
the  remarkably  good  agreement  between  the  nuclear  shape  para- 
meters as  obtained  from  the  different  techniques,  each  of  which  has 
been  developed  to  a  high  degree  of  precision.  (The  Carleton-N.R.C- 
Chicago  collaboration  was  able  to  report,  for  example,  measure- 
ments of  the  effective  radius  of  the  lead  nucleus  (about  10~12  cm) 
with  accuracies  of  a  few  parts  in  10,000.) 

To  judge  by  the  appreciative  comments  of  the  delegates,  the  con- 
ference was  highly  successful,  a  result  that  could  be  attributed  to  its 
limited  size,  to  the  topical  nature  of  the  subject,  and  to  the  relaxed 
program  which  left  ample  time  for  discussion  both  during  and  be- 
tween the  sessions.

During  the  years  1962-63  to  1966-67  the  full-time  engineering  en- 
rolment increased  by  17,  35,  15  and  41  per  cent,  respectively.  Thus, 
to  provide  for  this  growth,  the  beginning  of  the  1966-67  academic 
year  witnessed  our  move  to  the  first  addition  to  the  C.  J.  Mackenzie 
Building  for  Engineering  and  the  end  of  the  year  marked  the  com- 
pletion of  the  design  for  the  second  addition  which,  we  expect,  will 
be  completed  by  September  of  1968. 

The  special  Convocation  on  the  tenth  of  April,  on  the  occasion  of 
the  formal  opening  of  the  addition  to  the  C.  J.  Mackenzie  Building, 
provided  an  opportunity  to  recognize  the  significant  contribution  and 
work  of  three  prominent  Canadian  engineers.  The  degree  of  Doctor  of 
Engineering,  honoris  causa,  was  conferred  upon  John  S.  Foster, 
B.Eng.,  Vice-President,  Power  Projects,  Atomic  Energy  of  Canada 
Limited;  A.  Brewer  Hunt,  B.A.Sc,  Vice-President  and  Research  Con- 
sultant of  Northern  Electric  Company  Limited;  and  Douglas  T. 
Wright,  B.A.Sc,  M.S.,  Ph.D.,  Chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Uni- 
versity Affairs  for  Ontario,  formerly  Dean  of  the  Faculty  of  Engineer- 
ing at  the  University  of  Waterloo.  The  Convocation  Address  was 
delivered  by  Dr.  D.  T.  Wright. 

Forty-five  Bachelor's  degrees  and  12  Master's  degrees  were 
awarded  in  Engineering  during  the  1966-67  academic  year.  The  high 
scholastic  achievement  of  the  graduating  classes  is  reflected,  in  part, 
by  noting  that  four  of  the  45  B.Eng.  degrees  were  earned  with  high 
distinction  and  six  were  earned  with  distinction.  David  Allan  Brown 
was  awarded  the  Governor-General's  Medal  for  standing  at  the  head 
of  the  1967  Carleton  graduating  class  and  was  also  awarded  a 
National  Research  Council  1967  Centennial  Science  Scholarship  for 
post-graduate  studies. 

In  the  report  for  the  1965-66  academic  year  a  detailed  resume  was 
presented  on  the  areas  of  investigation,  research  and  studies  under- 
taken by  individual  faculty  members.  These  activities  were  continued 
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and  expanded  during  the  present  year.  While  the  development  of 
full-time  graduate  study  programs  and  on-campus  research  activities 
are  of  paramount  importance,  part-time  study  programs  and  off- 
campus  thesis  work  is  also  becoming  a  significant  activity  within  the 
Faculty  of  Engineering.  During  the  past  few  years  considerable  atten- 
tion has  been  focused,  both  in  Canada  and  abroad,  on  the  importance 
and  necessity  of  advanced  part-time  study  programs  and  cooperative 
research  activities.  Increased  emphasis  has  been  placed  on  recom- 
mendations concerning  the  development  of  more  industry-university- 
governmental  cooperative  research  institutes,  and  more  effective 
communication  between  engineering  schools,  government  and  in- 
dustry to  promote  the  spin-off  of  new  industries  from  the  results  of 
academic  research.  Plans  have  been  developed  to  encourage  and 
finance  more  wide-spread  use  of  university  research  facilities  by  in- 
dustry and  of  industrial  and  government  research  for  the  training  of 
graduate  students.  Studies  and  surveys  have  indicated  that  most  re- 
search organizations  would  welcome  closer  liaison  and  cooperative 
research  projects  with  universities. 

It  seems  to  be  appropriate,  therefore,  to  present  a  brief  outline  of 
the  part-time  graduate  study  opportunities  and  cooperative  research 
activities  that  have  already  been  fostered  and  developed  within  the 
Faculty  of  Engineering.  During  the  1966-67  academic  year,  the  part- 
time  graduate  enrolment  included  50  students  at  the  Master's  level  and 
18  at  the  Ph.D.  level.  Through  informal  arrangements  over  the  past 
five  years  liaison  has  been  established  for  cooperative  thesis  research 
work,  for  both  full-time  and  part-time  graduate  students,  with  the 
Division  of  Building  Research,  Division  of  Mechanical  Engineering 
and  National  Aeronautical  Establishment  of  the  National  Research 
Council;  the  Defence  Research  Telecommunications  Establishment 
Laboratories  of  the  Defence  Research  Board;  Northern  Electric 
Research  and  Development  Laboratories;  Department  of  Public 
Works  and  the  Ottawa  Civic  Hospital.  The  informal  cooperation 
with  these  agencies  and  laboratories  provided  an  unusual  opportunity 
for  graduate  student  thesis  research  work.  The  nature  and  extent  of 
this  informal  liaison  is  evidenced,  in  part,  by  the  following  list  of 
thesis  research  topics  that  have  been  undertaken  through  these  co- 
operative arrangements:  A  Program  for  the  Analysis  of  Large  Sequen- 
tial Switching  Circuits,  The  Class  D  Amplifier  with  Reference  to  its 
Use  as  an  Oscillator,  Design  of  an  Optimum  Pulse  Generator,  Study 
of  an  Adaptive  Receiver  for  Interfering  Pulses  in  Noise,  Pulse  Ampli- 
tude Modulation  Capability  of  Voice  Quality  Circuits,  Bayesian 
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Decision  Procedures  for  Interfering  Digital  Signals,  Second  Break- 
down in  High  Power  Transistors,  Scanning  Radiation  Detection 
System  for  Compensaton  in  Radiotherapy,  Coupling  Two-Dimen- 
sional Bluff  Body  Potential  Flow  to  the  Periodic  Vortex  Wake,  Effect 
of  Frost  Action  on  Lightly  Loaded  Footings,  Wind  Gust  Pressures  on 
Buildings.  It  is  hoped  that  these  cooperative  arrangements  will  be 
expanded  in  the  next  few  years  to  represent  a  broader  range  of 
areas — keeping  in  mind  that  we  must  at  the  same  time  preserve  a 
reasonable  balance  between  on-campus  and  off-campus  student  thesis 
research  activities. 

During  the  past  year  the  implications  of  larger  enrolments,  faculty 
organization,  desirable  and  appropriate  engineering  fields  of  speciali- 
zation that  seem  promising  for  development  in  depth  at  Carleton, 
and  university  government  were  among  the  many  topics  that  received 
a  great  deal  of  attention.  The  wide  diversity  of  topics  that  seem  to  be 
either  invited  or  channelled  for  discussion  by  the  Faculty  may  indeed 
be  directing  too  much  of  our  collective  time  from  our  basic  task — 
that  of  teaching  and  research.

REPORT  OF  THE  DEAN 

The  enrolment  in  graduate  studies  continued  to  increase,  as  shown 
in  the  table  on  page  38.  There  were  altogether  20  Diplomas,  92 
Master's  degrees  and  two  Doctorates  awarded  in  1966-67.  One  of 
the  Master's  degrees  was  the  first  awarded  in  the  School  of  Inter- 
national Affairs,  which  had  been  established  in  1965.  The  micro- 
filming of  theses  was  transferred  from  Ann  Arbor  to  the  National 
Library  of  Canada,  the  abstracts,  however,  being  still  circulated  in 
Dissertation  A  bstracts. 

There  were  79  students  holding  Province  of  Ontario  Graduate 
Fellowships,  41  holding  University  Teaching  Fellowships,  and  12 
holding  National  Research  Council  Bursaries  and  Studentships.  By 
these  and  other  fellowships  and  research  grants  from  various  sources, 
it  was  possible  to  provide  basic  living  expenses  for  the  great  majority 
of  the  fully  qualified  students.  Our  thanks  are  due  especially  to  the 
Province  of  Ontario  and  the  National  Research  Council  for  the 
assistance  they  provide. 

There  were  also  10  post-doctoral  fellows,  as  detailed  on  pages 
40  and  41. 

As  a  result  of  the  publication  of  the  Report  on  the  Development 
of  Graduate  Programmes  in  Ontario  Universities,  prepared  by  Dr. 
Spinks,  there  was  increased  consultation  among  the  Ontario  graduate 
schools.  The  Ontario  Council  on  Graduate  Studies  was  established 
by  the  Committee  of  Presidents  of  Universities  of  Ontario,  and  held 
several  meetings  during  the  year.  One  of  the  first  actions  was  to 
adopt  a  procedure  for  the  appraisal  of  graduate  degree  programs, 
under  which  new  proposals  are  carefully  examined  by  well  qualified 
consultants.  In  the  course  of  time,  programs  already  established  may 
be  examined  as  well.  In  cooperation  with  the  Librarians  also,  pro- 
cedures are  being  developed  to  facilitate  the  sharing  of  specialized 
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material.  By  these  and  other  means,  the  general  level  of  graduate 
studies  in  Ontario  will  be  steadily  improved.

SCHOOL  OF  PUBLIC  ADMINISTRATION 

There  were  14  full-time  and  40  part-time  students  registered  in  the 
Master's  program,  12  of  the  latter  having  been  admitted  in  the  fall 
of  1966.  Thirty  full-time  and  73  part-time  students  registered  in  the 
Graduate  Diploma  program;  38  of  these  were  admitted  in  1966. 
There  were  49  students  formally  registered  in  the  Certificate  in 
Public  Service  Studies  program,  and  an  additional  55  special  students 
were  taking  courses  to  meet  entrance  requirements.  During  the  year, 
17  M.A.  degrees  were  conferred,  and  20  Graduate  Diplomas  in 
Public  Administration  and  nine  Certificates  in  Public  Service  Studies 
were  awarded. 

From  its  beginning  in  1954  to  the  end  of  1966,  the  School  of 
Public  Administration  has  graduated  269  students  —  71  M.A.'s,  115 
D.P.A.'s,  80  C.P.S.S.'s  and  three  Honours  B.A.'s. 

In  the  past  year,  the  special  Course  in  Administration  for  Overseas 
Students,  supported  by  the  Department  of  External  Aid  and  under 
the  direction  of  Professor  Willms,  had  30  members  who  came  from 
14  different  countries.  Professor  T.  N.  Brewis  of  the  Department 
of  Economics  provided  a  special  course  in  Economics  for  the  group, 
and  Professors  R.  J.  Jackson  and  Pauline  Jewett  gave  the  intro- 
ductory Political  Science  course.  Professor  Willms  gave  them  in- 
struction in  Public  Administration,  and  Mr.  William  Matheson  took 
group  discussions  and  arranged  visits  to  government  departments. 

This  year,  we  are  offering  again  a  12-week  Summer  School  course 
for  senior  administrators  from  underdeveloped  countries,  sponsored 
by  the  External  Aid  Office.  There  are  32  students  from  22  countries 
in  this  group.  Professor  T.  J.  Scanlon  is  in  charge  of  the  course,  with 
assistance  in  administration  from  Mr.  William  Matheson.  We  are 
grateful  to  the  many  members  of  the  Public  Service  of  Canada  who 
have  assisted  in  this  training  program.  Some  of  them  have  given 
individual  lectures  in  their  special  fields;  others  have  been  most 
hospitable  in  receiving  the  students  in  their  departments.  We  extend 
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our  thanks  also  to  members  of  other  departments  in  the  University 
who  have  cooperated  in  providing  this  program.

THE  INSTITUTE  OF  CANADIAN  STUDIES 

The  year  has  been  transitional  for  the  Institute  in  many  ways. 
Much  as  I  have  enjoyed  having  my  home  base,  and  therefore  the 
office  of  the  Institute,  in  the  Department  of  English,  I  had  felt  for 
some  time  that  the  Institute  would  benefit  from  being  given  a  physical 
presence,  and  on  my  return  in  September  separate  offices  were 
established  for  the  Director  and  the  Institute  staff.  This  staff  in  turn 
was  enlarged  by  the  welcome  addition  of  an  Assistant  Director,  and 
indeed  the  most  important  development  of  the  year  from  my  point 
of  view  has  been  the  existence  of  this  post  and  the  help  and  wise 
counsel  which  has  come  from  it  in  the  person  of  Professor  Carman 
Bickerton  of  the  Department  of  History.  Certain  financial  adjust- 
ments which  have  brought  portions  of  staff  salaries  into  the  Institute 
budget  have  further  strengthened  the  shift  towards  a  desirable  degree 
of  autonomy. 

Professor  S.  R.  Mealing,  who  generously  served  as  co-director  of 
the  Institute  with  Professor  Marcel  Trudel  during  1965-66,  noted  in 
his  report  at  the  end  of  the  year  the  considerable  improvement  ap- 
parent in  the  quality  of  students  entering  the  graduate  program  of 
the  Institute.  This  improvement  has  continued.  With  more  students 
applying  and  with  reasons  evident  enough  for  keeping  enrolment 
limited  to  a  figure  of  20-25,  it  was  possible  to  ensure  a  reasonably 
high  standard  amongst  the  candidates  accepted.  In  all,  21  students 
were  actively  in  course:  16  full-time,  of  whom  five  were  in  the  qualify- 
ing year  and  11  proceeding  to  the  M.A.,  and  five  additional  students 
part-time.  Four  students  graduated  at  fall  Convocation,  another  five  at 
spring  Convocation,  and  seven  more  are  expected  to  finish  their  work 
in  time  to  receive  their  degrees  by  the  coming  fall.  Four  of  last  year's 
graduates  of  the  Institute  are  proceeding  to  the  Ph.D.  at  other  in- 
stitutions. To  stiffen  the  fabric  of  the  five-course  program,  the  10 
students  taking  this  option  were  required  to  complete  a  new  course, 
Canadian  Studies  590,  whose  substance  was  a  piece  of  directed  re- 
search growing  out  of  and  related  to  the  work  being  done  in  their 
courses.  The  research  was  to  be  interdisciplinary  in  nature  (in  prac- 
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tice  it  was  not  always  so,  and  the  course  was  weak  in  this  respect) 
and  was  to  culminate  in  the  writing  of  a  major  research  paper. 
Canadian  Studies  590  raised  problems  in  the  securing  of  sufficient 
numbers  of  staff  for  the  tasks  of  supervision;  it  may  also  have  im- 
posed a  load  of  work  on  the  students  somewhat  heavier  than  was 
intended.  The  requirement  will  therefore  take  a  different  form  next 
year.  The  principle,  however,  of  giving  substance  to  the  five-course 
program  through  some  exercise  in  interdisciplinary  work  and  in 
writing  is  nevertheless  a  sound  one  and  is  not  likely  to  be  relinquished. 

A  second  innovation  was  the  initiating  of  a  monthly  seminar  on 
the  subject  of  interdisciplinary  theory  and  practice.  In  the  course  of 
the  seven  sessions,  representatives  of  the  departments  discussed  the 
origins  and  boundaries  of  their  respective  disciplines  and  suggested 
ways  in  which  traditional  boundaries  were  being  modified  in  recent 
practice.  A  certain  amount  of  overlapping  in  the  presence  of  staff 
members  at  these  seminars  ensured  a  continuing  dialogue.  No  formal 
papers  were  required.  This  was  a  trial  run  and  the  seminar  will  be 
placed  on  a  more  formal  footing  next  year,  serving  probably  as  a 
substitute  for  Canadian  Studies  590  and  with  a  number  of  changes 
being  made  to  it  on  the  basis  of  this  year's  experience. 

The  "Living  Tradition"  series  remained  dormant  in  1966-67,  but 
in  its  place  the  Institute  took  over  from  the  Departments  of  History 
and  Political  Science,  which  had  already  completed  first-stage  plan- 
ning, the  sponsorship  of  a  series  of  centennial  lectures  on  the  sub- 
ject of  "Political  Leadership  in  Canada".  Ten  papers  were  delivered 
between  January  13  and  March  9,  all  to  capacity  audiences  of  450  or 
more  in  the  Alumni  Theatre.  Visiting  Fellow  in  the  Institute  in  the 
second  term  was  Mr.  O.  Soroko-Tsupa,  lecturer  in  modern  and 
Canadian  history  in  the  University  of  Moscow.  The  visit,  which 
gave  Mr.  Soroko-Tsupa  a  base  in  Ottawa  while  he  carried  out  re- 
search into  the  history  of  the  labour  movement  in  Canada  in  the 
1930's,  resulted  in  some  very  useful  discussions  with  students  and 
staff.  On  March  9  a  group  of  students  and  faculty  from  the  Canadian 
Studies  Program  at  the  University  of  Vermont  made  their  regular 
annual  visit  to  the  Carleton  campus.  There  were  visits  of  other  kinds 
to  the  Institute  offices  throughout  the  year,  for  the  most  part 
prompted  by  interest  in  the  interdisciplinary  program:  Dr.  A.  F.  Mad- 
den, Reader  in  Commonwealth  Government  and  Fellow  of  Nuffield 
College,  Oxford;  Dean  Eldon  of  Trent  University's  Canadian  Studies 
program;  and  Mr.  Geoffrey  Serle,  Reader  in  History,  Monash  Uni- 
versity, Melbourne,  Australia,  who  is  examining  prospects  for  the 
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establishment  at  Monash  of  an  Institute  of  Australian  Studies. 

Under  the  new  directorship  I  have  retained  the  position  of  General 
Editor  of  the  Carleton  Library  —  a  useful  division  of  labour  made 
possible  by  Professor  Jewett's  appointment  to  the  directorship  of 
the  Institute.  The  series  may  be  said  to  have  fully  arrived:  well 
known  in  universities  across  Canada,  widely  respected  and  used. 
Sales  for  the  past  month  or  two  are  running  $5,000  in  excess  of 
sales  for  the  same  period  last  year.  Six  new  titles  were  added  this 
Spring,  the  total  for  the  series  now  standing  at  thirty-six.  Three 
earlier  titles  have  been  re-issued  at  drastically  reduced  prices  in 
order  to  test  the  response  of  the  market.  If  the  response  is  good, 
further  reductions  may  follow. 

Grants  or  endowments  remain  an  important  goal  of  the  directorate 
of  the  Institute.  Last  summer,  as  a  result  of  some  brisk  activity  on 
the  part  of  Dean  Farr  and  the  Development  Officer,  Michael  Roberts, 
a  brief  was  prepared  which  was  subsequently  sent  to  a  number  of 
foundations  with  a  request  for  aid  from  these  sources  in  the  achieving 
of  some  of  the  goals  which  the  Institute  had  set  for  itself.  Two  foun- 
dations responded  generously:  the  McLean  Foundation  and  the  Laid- 
law  Foundation.  Receipt  of  these  grants  will  enable  the  Institute  to 
launch  its  first  interdisciplinary  research  project  in  the  coming  year. 
Planning  is  already  well  advanced.

SCHOOL  OF  INTERNATIONAL  AFFAIRS 

The  School  of  International  Affairs  began  full  operations  during 
the  academic  year  1966-67.  Full-time  students  numbered  20,  11  of 
whom  were  in  the  first,  or  qualifying  year,  and  nine  in  the  M.A.  year. 
Two  part-time  students  were  also  registered  in  the  School.  Of  the 
full-time  students,  there  was  one  each  from  Trinidad,  Tanzania  and 
Malaysia;  Canadian  students  were  from  12  Canadian  universities. 
The  first  M.A.  was  awarded  at  the  spring  Convocation,  1967,  to  a 
student  from  Trinidad.  During  the  year  two  students  completing  the 
M.A.  were  appointed  to  the  Department  of  External  Affairs  and  two 
to  other  federal  departments  or  agencies. 

The  School  also  aims  to  promote  research  and  public  education. 
An  arrangement  between  the  Department  of  Political  Science  and 
the  Canadian  Institute  of  International  Affairs  ante-dating  the  be- 
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ginning  of  the  School  has  provided  for  a  post-doctoral  research 
fellowship,  preferably  in  the  field  of  defence.  The  first  appointee,  Dr. 
Harald  von  Riekhoff,  now  on  the  staff  of  the  Department  of  Political 
Science,  completed  a  study  on  the  future  of  NATO  during  the  year, 
and  the  second  appointee,  Dr.  Michael  Sherman,  virtually  completed 
his  study  on  the  proliferation  of  nuclear  weapons.  It  is  anticipated 
that  both  studies  will  be  published  before  the  end  of  1967. 

In  cooperation  with  the  Canadian  Institute  of  International  Affairs 
a  highly  successful  conference  of  officials  of  the  Department  of  Ex- 
ternal Affairs  and  the  Department  of  National  Defence,  academic 
specialists  and  other  interested  persons,  on  the  subject  of  "Canada 
and  Eastern  Europe",  was  arranged  by  the  School  for  a  weekend  in 
January.  The  dinner  address,  which  was  widely  distributed,  was 
delivered  by  Dr.  K.  Z.  Brzezinski  of  the  State  Department,  Washing- 
ton. 

The  School  also  arranged  for  a  visit  during  March  to  the  Univer- 
sity by  Professor  W.  Y.  Elliott  of  the  American  University,  Washing- 
ton. Professor  Elliott  participated  in  four  different  seminars  during 
his  visit. 

The  School  welcomes  the  appointment  of  Professor  H.  E.  English 
as  an  additional  Associate  Director  for  1967-68.

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Extension  Program 


The  Extension  Program  in  the  first  instance  should  be  understood 
to  apply  only  to  non-credit  courses  and  public  lectures  and,  in  this 
sense,  upwards  of  10,000  persons  derived  benefit  from  this  Carleton 
University  program  in  1966-67,  a  substantial  increase  over  past 
years.  This  increase  suggests  that  the  annual  offerings  —  such  as  the 
series  of  courses  in  pre-school  education  under  the  sponsorship  of  the 
Psychology  Department  —  are  still  in  great  demand  as  the  range  of 
courses  available  remained  fairly  constant  with  the  English  Depart- 
ment's multiple  offerings  carrying  most  of  the  load.  Among  the  few 
new  non-credit  courses  were  two  welcomed  additions  sponsored  by 
the  Faculty  of  Engineering:  Introduction  to  Automatic  Data  Pro- 
cessing and  The  Role  of  Gamma  Radiation  in  the  Preservation  of 
Food. 

Centennial  Year  made  1966-67  a  busy  one  for  public  lectures.  Two 
major  series  concentrating  on  Canada  were  held.  The  Institute  of 
Canadian  Studies  arranged  an  eight-lecture  series  that  ran  from 
January  to  March  to  discuss  the  theme  "Political  Leadership  in 
Canada".  Eleven  historians,  political  scientists,  journalists  and  mem- 
bers of  parliament  examined  the  theory  and  practice  of  political 
leadership  as  it  has  been  expounded  in  Canada  over  the  past  century. 
Among  many  highlights  in  this  series  was  the  lecture  on  27  January 
when,  in  the  face  of  Ottawa's  worst  blizzard  of  the  winter,  Professor 
Frank  H.  Underhill  attracted  an  overflow  audience  to  the  Alumni 
Theatre.  There  could  be  no  better  testimony  than  this  to  the  respect 
in  which  Professor  Underhill  is  held  as  commentator  and  public 
lecturer.  Canadian  letters  were  celebrated  in  "Six  Centennial  Lectures 
on  Canadian  Literature"  sponsored  by  the  English  Department. 
Three  distinguished  critics  and  novelists  began  the  series  in  March 
and  it  will  be  concluded  in  October  of  Centennial  Year. 

The  Spanish  Department  designed  its  Hispanic  Literature  and 
Civilization  series  to  commemorate  in  part  another  centennial  oc- 
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casion:  the  birth  of  Ruben  Dario,  considered  by  many  to  be  the 
greatest  poet  in  the  Spanish  language.  One  of  the  most  appropriate 
lectures  in  the  series  was  delivered  in  February  by  Professor  Evelyn 
Irving.  Her  topic:  "Canada  in  the  Life  of  Ruben  Dario".  The  French 
Department  contributed  public  lectures  in  the  first  term,  their  subjects 
ranging  from  the  contemporary  French  theatre  to  the  condition  of 
politics  and  intellectual  life  in  Israel  today. 

The  eighth  in  the  series  of  Alan  B.  Plaunt  Memorial  Lectures  was 
delivered  by  Dr.  F.  Kenneth  Hare,  the  Master  of  Birkbeck  College, 
University  of  London,  on  23  and  25  February.  Dr.  Hare  entitled  his 
lectures,  "On  University  Freedom:  in  the  Canadian  Context",  de- 
voting his  attention  to  the  problem  of  providing  an  effective  inter- 
mediary between  the  universities  and  the  state.  Noting  the  relevance 
of  the  old  adage  that  "he  who  pays  the  piper  calls  the  tune",  Dr. 
Hare  soberly  pointed  out  that  the  costs  of  the  Canadian  university 
system  to  governments  was  expected  to  rise  five-fold  in  the  decade 
after  1964.  This  growth  in  expenditure  in  higher  education  will  com- 
pel universities  in  a  single  jurisdicton  to  come  together  and  speak 
with  one  voice  to  the  state. 

In  his  second  lecture  the  speaker  discussed  the  usual  devices  that 
have  been  created  to  govern  the  relationship  between  universities  and 
government.  In  Britain  the  buffer  committee,  represented  by  the 
University  Grants  Committee,  has  been  successful  because  of  the 
widespread  adherence  to  conventions  basic  to  its  thinking.  In  some 
American  states  such  as  New  York  and  California  a  centralized 
system  that  nonetheless  allows  each  constituent  part  a  fair  measure 
of  autonomy,  has  been  developed.  Dr.  Hare  was  heard  with  great 
interest  on  this  point  for  he  had  recently  served  on  the  commission 
headed  by  Dr.  J.  W.  T.  Spinks  that  surveyed  graduate  education  in 
the  province  and  recommended  the  creation  of  a  University  of 
Ontario.  However,  the  speaker  did  not  espouse  the  centralized  remedy 
proposed  by  the  commission.  Instead,  he  came  down  on  the  side  of 
a  provincial  advisory  committee  which  would  be  respected  both  by 
the  legislature  and  by  the  academic  community.  He  felt  that  in 
Canada  such  a  body  should  have  statutory  authority  and  should 
possess  the  exclusive  right  to  present  university  operating  budgets  to 
ministers.  As  a  further  aid  to  sound  planning  he  then  recommended 
that  universities  should  have  guaranteed  annual  budgets,  preferably 
for  a  three  year  term. 

The  Plaunt  Lectures  for  1967  complemented  the  report  on  uni- 
versity government  in  Canada  written  the  year  before  by  Sir  James 
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Duff  and  Professor  R.  O.  Berdahl.  Where  the  earlier  analysis  had 
dwelt  on  problems  of  internal  administration,  Dr.  Hare  concentrated 
on  the  universities'  relations  with  the  state  and  society,  clearly  a 
matter  of  growing  importance.  The  experience  of  the  speaker,  who 
has  been  a  university  administrator  in  both  Britain  and  Canada,  gave 
his  ideas  greater  cogency.  Constructive  in  content  and  engaging  in 
expression,  the  Plaunt  Lectures  for  1967  dealt  with  topics  of  vital 
importance  for  the  Canadian  academic  community.  There  will  un- 
doubtedly be  a  keen  interest  across  Canada  in  seeing  them  in  pub- 
lished form,  especially  since  it  has  been  announced  that  Dr.  Hare 
will  assume  the  presidency  of  the  University  of  British  Columbia  in 
July,  1967. 

There  were  a  number  of  individual  public  lectures  given  through- 
out the  year.  These  took  advantage  of  the  presence  of  visiting  scholars 
and  literary  figures  in  Canada,  who  were  brought  to  Ottawa  for  the 
purpose.  In  February  C.  L.  R.  James,  the  West  Indian  novelist, 
spoke  on  "The  New  World  of  Caribbean  Literature".  This  lecture 
will  be  followed  in  the  next  academic  year  by  a  non-credit  course 
on  West  Indian  literature  planned  by  the  English  Department.  Hugh 
MacDiarmid  (Dr.  C.  M.  Grieve)  the  poet  of  Scottish  nationalism, 
spoke  on  16  May  on  the  fascinating  topic  of  "Literary  Nationalism". 
The  most  memorable  lecture  of  the  year  took  place  on  30  March 
when  over  450  people  (mostly  undergraduates)  crowded  Alumni 
Theatre  to  hear  the  eminent  English  philosopher,  A.  J.  Ayer,  Pro- 
fessor of  Logic  at  Oxford,  speak  on  "A  Proposed  Justification  for 
Induction".  The  lecturer's  brilliance  and  virtuosity  delighted  the 
audience  but  did  not  inhibit  it  from  asking  a  round  of  searching 
questions  that  would  have  continued  indefinitely  had  not  the  chair- 
man finally  decided  that  consideration  for  the  University's  guest  de- 
manded an  end  to  the  discussion.  There  was  no  doubt  that  among 
the  year's  lectures  at  Carleton,  Professor  Ayer's  was  the  undisputed 
tour  de  force. 

Two  books  appeared  during  the  year  based  on  lectures  and  con- 
ferences held  at  Carleton.  East-West  Trade,  a  Symposium  (Toronto, 
1966),  edited  by  Philip  E.  Uren  of  the  Department  of  Geography, 
contained  eight  papers  presented  to  a  Carleton  conference  on  the 
subject  in  March,  1965.  Professor  Uren  and  Dr.  Adam  Bromke  of 
the  Department  of  Political  Science  also  arranged  for  publication  a 
book  of  papers  entitled  The  Communist  States  and  the  West  (New 
York,  1967)  based  on  a  lecture  series  given  in  the  winter  of  1965-66. 
The  Committee  on  Soviet  and  East  European  Studies  sponsored  the 
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original  series  of  eight  lectures  and  the  editors  commissioned  four 
more  for  the  objective  of  publication.  This  was  the  second  series  of 
Carleton  lectures  in  this  field  to  be  issued  under  the  imprint  of 
Frederick  Praeger,  the  leading  American  publisher  of  studies  relating 
to  the  Communist  world. 

1967-68  will  be  an  active  year  for  the  Extension  Program  with 
approximately  fifty  public  lectures  and  an  increase  in  the  number  of 
non-credit  courses  expected.

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The  Library 


In  retrospect  the  year  is  seen  to  have  been  marked  by  innovation, 
assessment,  development  and  consolidation.  Special  tribute  should 
be  paid  to  Mrs.  Jean  Carter,  Chief  Cataloguer,  and  to  Mrs.  Verna 
Wilmeth,  Chief  Reference  Librarian.  At  short  notice,  and  under  dif- 
ficult circumstances,  both  assumed  increased  responsibilities,  the 
one  in  Acquisitions  and  the  other  in  Reference.  They  not  only  carried 
on  the  work  of  both  departments  without  any  slackening  in  the 
transition  periods,  but  also  increased  the  service  given. 

Tribute  should  also  be  paid  to  the  Library  of  Congress,  without 
whose  cataloguing  services  our  work  could  not  have  been  kept  almost 
current  during  a  period  of  staff  shortage.  The  Library  of  Congress  has 
vastly  increased  and  speeded  up  its  current  acquisition  and  cata- 
loguing service  for  scholarly  materials  from  many  countries.  For- 
merly 60%  of  our  acquisitions  used  to  require  "original"  cataloguing 
by  professional  librarians;  now  copy  is  available  for  about  85%  or 
90%  of  acquisitions,  which  may  be  catalogued  by  sub-professionals, 
thus  freeing  professional  librarians  for  other  work. 

As  of  June  30,  1967,  the  collection  consisted  of  144,775  books, 
27,102  documents,  22,164  bound  periodicals,  an  estimated  44,338 
volumes  of  unbound  periodicals  and  other  miscellaneous  items  such 
as  microfilms,  microcards,  microfiche,  recordings  and  theses,  bringing 
the  total,  excluding  the  Carleton  Archives  and  university  calendars 
to  251,257.  The  total  at  June  30,  1966  was  204,207  items.  The 
number  of  current  periodical  titles  currently  received  had  risen  to 
2,287,  excluding  government  serials. 

The  Acquisitions  Department  had  a  very  difficult  year.  During  the 
winter  the  Chief  Acquisitions  Librarian  was  ill  and  eventually  re- 
signed. We  decided  to  co-ordinate  Acquisitions  and  Cataloguing  in 
a  Technical  Services  Division  under  the  direction  of  Mrs.  Jean 
Carter,  who  assumed  some  responsibility  for  the  Acquisitions  Depart- 
ment at  once,  although  still  nominally  Chief  Cataloguer.  Not  only

was  the  1966/67  library  materials  budget  overspent  by  $11,000, 
but  a  very  good  beginning  was  made  from  April  1  to  June  30  on 
the  increased  budget  for  1967/68.  This  should  ensure  more  prompt 
delivery  and  a  more  even  flow  of  acquisitions. 

During  the  year  the  department  placed  21,998  orders  for  books 
and  documents  and  965  orders  for  periodicals.  The  number  of  books 
and  documents  received  was  22,470  titles  in  34,620  volumes.  The 
number  of  bound  periodicals  added  was  6,963.  The  number  of  gift 
books  and  documents  listed  was  2,303.  Especial  emphasis  was  placed 
on  acquiring  back  files  of  journals.  The  Periodicals  Section  is  to  be 
congratulated  on  spending  at  least  $80,000  for  the  purpose.  In 
addition  to  bound  volumes  a  number  of  extensive  files  were  obtained 
on  microfilm  and  microfiche. 

The  appointment  of  a  Senior  Bibliographer  was  a  notable  innova- 
tion. His  responsibilities  included  assessment  of  the  book  collection 
and  the  development  of  book  selection  policies  and  procedures  as 
well  as  book  selection.  Mr.  Damtoft  undertook  a  detailed  study  of  the 
whole  collection  in  order  to  provide  a  basis  for  its  planned  improve- 
ment to  meet  the  requirements  of  graduate  work  and  in  order  to  give 
detailed  replies  to  the  questions  in  the  Downs  Survey. 

The  Chief  Librarian  spent  eight  weeks  in  April,  May  and  June 
buying  out-of-print  and  second-hand  books  in  England.  She  visited 
twenty  antiquarian  booksellers  from  Edinburgh  to  Hastings.  Some 
long  sought  out-of-print  titles  were  acquired.  This  however  is  very 
slow  work.  Much  more  progress  was  made  in  completing  our  holdings 
of  titles  listed  in  the  'Concise  Cambridge  Bibliography  of  English 
Literature".  Progress  was  also  made  in  the  acquisition  of  critical  and 
biographical  works  about  standard  authors  studied  in  French  100, 
which  requires  essays  of  some  1,000  elementary  students.  Out-of- 
print  and  second-hand  books  were  also  selected  for  History,  Political 
Science,  International  Affairs,  Economics,  Philosophy  and  Psy- 
chology. 

The  Cataloguing  Department  showed  remarkable  efficiency  and 
equanimity  in  dealing  with  new  duties,  procedures,  and  staff,  in- 
creased work  load  and  a  special  project.  On  November  1,  the  biblio- 
graphic searching  and  preparation  of  orders  for  books  and  periodicals 
were  transferred  to  the  Cataloguing  Department.  The  under-staffed 
searching  staff  transferred  and  were  trained  in  cataloguing  routines, 
while  the  sub-professionals  in  the  Cataloguing  Department  were 
trained  in  bibliographical  searching  routines.  It  is  to  the  credit  of 
both  groups  that  the  cataloguing  production  was  maintained  while 
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the  volume  of  bibliographical  searching  was  greatly  increased.  Orders 
placed  from  November  through  March  numbered  8,968  as  compared 
with  2,754  in  the  preceding  five  months.  The  professional  staff  of  the 
Cataloguing  Department  also  had  a  strenuous  year.  Their  number 
was  increased  only  by  some  part-time  assistance  until  six  students 
graduating  from  library  school  were  appointed  in  the  spring.  At  that 
time  Miss  Litman  and  Miss  Jackson  agreed  to  attempt  on  July  1 
increased  responsibilities  as  Chief  Acquisitions  Librarian  and  Chief 
Cataloguer,  Meanwhile,  they  assumed  more  responsibility  for  the 
Cataloguing  Department,  while  Mrs.  Carter  began  work  in  Acquisi- 
tions. The  cataloguers  also  began  to  familiarize  themselves  with  book 
selection  policies  and  procedures,  as  we  plan  that  they  shall  be  trained 
as  subject  specialists  who  will  assist  faculty  in  the  development  of 
the  library  collection. 

A  major  break-through  in  the  Cataloguing  Department  was  the 
successful  development,  after  months  of  experimentation,  of  an 
original,  quick,  efficient  and  economical  method  of  catalogue  card 
reproduction.  The  catalogue  cards  in  the  Library  of  Congress  book 
catalogues  are  photographed,  enlarged  and  reproduced  as  3"  x  5" 
cards.  The  call  numbers  are  typed  on  them  and  they  are  reproduced 
by  a  lithographic  process,  which  is  also  used  for  typed  cards  and 
Library  of  Congress  printed  cards.  During  the  Canadian  Library 
Association  Conference  in  Ottawa  in  June,  Mrs.  Carter  received 
many  well-deserved  compliments  upon  the  development  of  this 
method. 

The  special  project  undertaken  by  the  Cataloguing  Department 
was  a  statistical  survey  to  estimate  the  extent  of  duplication  of  original 
cataloguing  in  the  pro vinci ally  supported  universities  of  the  province. 
This  was  undertaken  to  test  the  assumption  in  the  St.  John  Report 
that  there  was  extensive  and  costly  duplication  of  professional  library 
work  involved  in  cataloguing.  During  a  3^ -month  period  thirteen 
universities  sent  to  Carleton  copies  of  their  catalogue  cards  for 
original  cataloguing  done  by  professional  librarians.  They  also  sent 
statistics  for  cataloguing  done  by  sub-professionals  with  copy  derived 
from  Library  of  Congress  bibliographical  services.  The  Carleton  staff 
filed  14,094  cards  for  "original"  cataloguing  and  kept  statistics  for  an 
additional  72,078  titles  of  "derived"  cataloguing.  From  July  1  to 
December  31,  they  interfiled  36,709  Library  of  Congress  proof  slips 
for  comparison  with  the  cards  for  "original"  cataloguing.  They  are  to 
be  heartily  congratulated  on  carrying  out  this  project  and  at  the  same 
time  maintaining  a  creditable  rate  of  production.  The  University  of 
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Toronto  catalogued  17,843  titles  in  the  3  Vi  -month  survey  period, 
York  University  catalogued  10,489  and  Carleton  was  third  in  the 
province  with  10,170  titles.  The  survey  indicated  that  in  most  univer- 
sity libraries  only  10%  to  20%  of  cataloguing  is  "original",  the 
balance  being  derived  from  the  Library  of  Congress  services  or  from 
earlier  editions  in  the  individual  libraries.  In  the  total  of  14,094  cards 
filed  there  were  only  275  duplications. 

In  the  second  stage  of  the  survey  four  samples  of  the  cards  for 
"original"  cataloguing  done  July  1  to  October  15  were  checked 
against  the  Union  Catalogue  of  the  National  Library.  All  four  samples 
indicated  that  less  than  half  the  titles  given  "original"  cataloguing 
were  duplicated  in  Canada.  They  also  indicated  that  while  Toronto 
catalogued  a  substantial  number  of  titles  not  held  by  other  univer- 
sities, yet  the  other  universities  also  catalogued  a  significant  number 
not  reported  by  Toronto.  This  was  true  among  recent  imprints  as 
well  as  among  pre- 1966  imprints.  It  is  interesting  to  note  that  more 
than  half  the  cards  were  for  books  published  prior  to  1965. 

The  Circulation  Department  coped  efficiently  with  22%  increase 
in  recorded  circulation.  The  total  number,  including  1,227  volumes 
lent  on  interlibrary  loan,  was  223,036.  The  rate  of  increase  was  un- 
even, rising  to  45%  in  the  summer  term  and  to  23%  and  25%  re- 
spectively in  the  peak  months  of  November  and  March.  There  was  an 
increase  of  70%  in  the  number  of  books  placed  on  reserve,  bringing 
the  total  to  12,798  volumes  of  which  some  4,845  were  on  closed 
shelves  behind  the  Circulation  Desk.  The  rest  were  on  the  open 
shelves.  The  greatest  increase  was  in  the  number  of  volumes  on  three- 
day  reserve.  It  is  a  pleasure  to  report  that  the  purchase  of  class 
duplicates  for  use  in  the  library  only,  along  with  the  extension  of 
opening  hours,  brought  about  a  decrease  in  the  circulation  of  "closed 
shelf"  reserve  books.  The  "open  shelf"  reserve  system  seems  to  be 
serving  students  well  and  to  be  freeing  circulation  staff  for  some  other 
duties. 

There  was  an  increase  of  52%  in  the  number  of  books  requested. 
Of  the  total  of  3,908  titles  which  the  Circulation  staff  were  asked  to 
trace,  only  156  were  still  missing  after  a  search  of  one  month.  In  the 
previous  year  168  were  missing.  The  introduction  of  student  prefects 
at  the  exit  has  certainly  reduced  book  losses.  Marking  the  edges  of 
unbound  periodicals  in  red  has  not  assisted  the  prefects  in  reducing 
loss  of  these  materials  much  below  the  figure  for  last  year.  It  appears 
that  a  more  careful  search  of  brief  cases  will  be  necessary. 

The  hours  of  circulation  service  were  extended  in  the  summer 
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term.  Study  hall  hours  were  extended  in  both  summer  and  winter 
terms.  Commissionaires  were  at  times  on  duty  with  student  prefects, 
but  this  resulted  in  large  accumulations  of  unshelved  books  and 
periodicals.  We  plan  henceforth  to  have  enough  stack  supervisors  to 
be  on  duty  at  all  times  when  the  library  is  open. 

The  continued  increase  in  the  number  of  books  kept  overdue  is  a 
source  of  unproductive  annoyance  to  both  students  and  staff.  Since 
such  considerable  amounts  are  received  in  fines,  the  Bursar's  Office 
undertook  to  receive  payment  of  all  fines  for  which  bills  had  been 
issued.  The  total  amount  paid  at  the  Circulation  Desk  before  bills 
were  issued  amounted  to  $3,072.00. 

The  move  to  the  fifth  level  was  completed  during  the  Christmas 
break.  In  addition  a  listening  room  was  opened  on  the  third  level. 
These  facilities  resulted  in  a  nine-fold  increase  in  the  use  of  records  of 
poetry  and  drama.  The  microform  reading  machines  were  also  trans- 
ferred to  the  listening  room,  so  that  they  could  be  serviced  by  the 
stack  supervisor  on  duty  there.  There  was  a  startling  increase  in  the 
use  of  these  materials  also.  Another  innovation  was  the  routing  of 
current  issues  of  294  science  and  engineering  journals  to  the  reading 
rooms  in  the  various  buildings  at  some  distance  from  the  library. 

The  Reference  Department  suffered  more  than  any  other  from 
crippling  illnesses  and  staff  turn-over.  Nevertheless  they  extended 
hours  of  service  and  handled  more  than  twice  the  number  of  ques- 
tions recorded  in  the  previous  year.  At  short  notice  Mrs.  Wilmeth 
and  Miss  Garland  prepared  the  orientation  and  instruction  pro- 
grams for  students.  Special  instruction  was  also  given  to  several 
classes  at  the  request  of  their  professors.  A  number  of  useful  biblio- 
graphies were  compiled  in  addition  to  the  checking  of  faculty  reading 
lists.  The  files  of  the  latter  were  weeded,  up-dated  and  reorganized, 
as  were  the  International  Relations  file  and  the  collection  of  college 
calendars.  Telex  was  installed  at  the  beginning  of  July  and  speeded 
up  interlibrary  loan  service.  The  numbers  of  books  borrowed  and 
lent  increased  markedly,  but  loans  continued  to  keep  pace  with 
borrowing.  The  Reference  staff  improved  existing  services  and  laid 
an  excellent  foundation  for  extending  services  when  our  three  new 
reference  librarians  have  been  trained. 

The  planning  of  a  separate  Science/Engineering  Library  was 
begun  and  was  assisted  by  the  appointment  of  an  experienced 
Science/Engineering  Librarian.  After  working  on  the  building  plans. 
Miss  Karnupe  concentrated  on  becoming  familiar  with  the  collection, 
with  the  faculty  and  their  needs.  A  small  staff  is  being  assembled, 
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which  will  give  some  reference,  interlibrary  loan,  telephone  and  book 
selection  service. 

The  most  notable  gifts  received  during  the  year  were  grants 
from  the  Canada  Council.  A  total  of  $10,337  was  spent  on  a  variety 
of  projects.  Holt,  Rinehart  and  Winston  donated  a  group  of  their 
own  publications  in  the  value  of  $200.  The  library  benefitted  from  a 
number  of  Centennial  projects  and  memorials.  Special  mention 
should  be  made  of  the  fund  raised  by  the  Journalism  class  of  1952 
in  memory  of  Mrs.  Sheila  Leggatt  Brown. 

In  concluding,  I  note  that  our  achievements  have  rarely  equalled 
our  aspirations  but  that,  thanks  to  devoted  staff  members,  they  have 
often  surpassed  our  expectations.

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Report  of  the  Registrar 


The  tables  which  follow  illustrate  the  continuing  rise  in  student  en- 
rolment at  Carleton.  The  number  of  full-time  day  students  totalled 
3,724,  an  increase  of  23.14  per  cent  over  the  preceding  year.  Regis- 
tration in  the  evening  division  reached  2,829,  an  increase  of  12.88 
per  cent.  Summer  School  increased  by  19.73  per  cent,  to  a  total  of 
2,829  students. 

Sixty-three  per  cent  of  the  student  body  came  from  the  Ottawa 
area  (including  Hull  and  district) ;  the  remainder  were  mainly  from 
other  districts  in  Ontario  and  Quebec,  but  included  representatives 
of  every  province  and  of  47  (West  Indies  counted  as  1)  countries 
overseas. 

There  were  4,255  applications  for  admission  to  the  first  university 
year.  Of  these  2,415  met  our  requirements  and  1,184  registered  in 
September.  No  student  who  met  the  minimum  published  requirements 
was  refused  admission.

REPORT  OF  THE  DEAN  OF  STUDENTS 

This  year  past  has  been  one  of  significant  developments  arising  out  of 
the  slowly  crystallizing  relation  of  the  University  to  the  Department 
of  University  Affairs  and  our  own  internal  groping  toward  a  rationali- 
zation of  university  government  which  may  be  exemplified  by  a 
sensible  and  meaningful  student  involvement. 

In  consequence  of  the  former  influence  there  has  been  a  readjust- 
ment, both  conceptually  and  financially  in  the  local  arrangements  for 
Athletics,  Student  Aid,  residences  and  other  so-called  ancillary  ser- 
vices. The  Athletic  Board,  which  since  its  inception  at  Carleton  has 
been  a  joint  student-staff  policy  committee,  had  to  face  the  hard 
reality  of  recommending  another  substantial  increase  in  the  Athletic 
fee.  The  total  cost  of  this  important  educational  facility  must  be 
borne  by  a  direct  charge  in  student  fees.  At  the  same  time  the  Senate 
of  the  University  has  agreed  to  an  instructional  program  in  recrea- 
tional athletics.  This  innovation  was  strongly  endorsed  by  Students' 
Council. 

The  major  responsibility  for  administration  of  the  Student  Aid 
Plan  has  been  returned  to  the  Universities  after  a  one-year  attempt  at 
centralized  control  by  the  Department  of  University  Affairs.  It  is 
expected  that  the  result  will  be  a  somewhat  more  expeditious  and 
penetrating  treatment  of  student  applications  for  financial  aid.  The 
Department  has  also  liberalized  certain  aspects  of  the  program  in  the 
light  of  the  first  full  year  of  operation  of  the  new  plan. 

Planning  for  residences  has  now  to  take  into  account  the  services 
of  the  Ontario  Student  Housing  Corporation.  As  of  this  date  no 
residences  have  actually  been  designed  under  the  control  of  this  new 
corporation  but  it  seems  certain  that  a  substantial  acceleration  in 
residence  building  throughout  the  province  will  result  from  its  activi- 
ties. Its  affect  on  kind  and  quality  of  residences  will  be  carefully 
followed  with  reference  to  our  own  residence  planning.  Active  plan- 
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ning  is  underway  at  Carleton  for  new  residences  for  men  and  a  central 
dining  hall. 

Student  interest  and  participation  in  the  administrative  affairs  of 
the  university  continued  at  a  high  level.  Student  representatives  on  the 
Building  Advisory  Committee,  the  Parking  Committee,  the  Library 
Committee,  the  Bookstore  Committee,  Union  Planning  Committee 
and  the  Athletic  Board,  made  useful  contributions.  The  still  some- 
what contentious  question  of  student  representation  on  the  Board  of 
Governors,  Senate,  Faculty  Boards  and  Departmental  Committees 
has  not  yet  been  settled.  Further  discussion  is  anticipated  early  in  the 
fall  of  1967  as  a  preliminary  to  decision. 

Planning  for  the  University  Union  has  now  progressed  to  the  stage 
of  approval  of  the  architects  schematic  drawings.  Although  construc- 
tion may  not  begin  until  1968  there  are  students  at  the  university 
now  who  will  actually  be  able  to  enjoy  the  union  while  still  students. 
Preliminary  sketches  indicate  that  it  will  be  a  very  useful  and  hand- 
some building. 

RESIDENCES 

We  had  a  very  good  year  in  the  residences.  There  were  the  usual 
unfounded  stories  of  immorality  but  the  combination  of  a  strong  and 
responsible  student  government  and  wise  academic  leadership  pro- 
duced pleasant  living  and  solid  scholarship  for  those  students  for- 
tunate enough  to  live  in  the  four  houses.  A  new  caterer,  Saga  Foods, 
provided  better  meals  and  more  colourful  service.  Mr.  Bert  Painter, 
a  resident  student,  was  elected  president  of  the  Students'  Council. 
This  alone  indicates  the  increasing  importance  of  the  residences  as  a 
significant  feature  of  life  at  Carleton.  Mr.  Jim  Irvine,  Residence  Ad- 
ministrative Officer,  and  his  staff  have  undertaken  and  successfully 
completed  the  extremely  onerous  task  of  acting  as  hotel  staff  to  the 
Learned  Societies. 

There  will  be  a  complete  change  in  the  senior  residents  next  year. 
Dr.  A.  M.  Beattie,  Provost  of  Residences,  will  be  on  sabbatical  leave 
and  Dr.  C.  A.  Marsden  will  be  non-resident  Acting  Provost  for  the 
year.  Mrs.  W.  H.  Cox,  after  many  years  of  exceptional  contribution 
to  the  residences  will  be  replaced  by  Assistant  Professor  Mary-Louise 
Funke  as  Senior  Resident  of  Renfrew  House;  Assistant  Professor 
Naomi  Griffiths  will  be  Senior  Resident  of  Lanark  House,  Mr.  William 
Fraser  of  the  French  Department  will  be  Senior  Resident  of  Russell 
House  replacing  Dr.  Tom  Betz  who  will  be  absent  on  a  research 
appointment  at  the  University  of  Emory,  in  Atlanta,  Georgia.  Mr. 
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N.  D.  Fenn,  Director  of  Counselling  and  Health  Services,  will  be 
Senior  Resident  of  Grenville  House  replacing  Dr.  C.  A.  Marsden. 
Mrs.  Nik  Cavell  has  been  appointed  secretary  to  the  Provost. 

Rising  costs  of  the  residence  operations  necessitated  a  small  per- 
centage increase  in  fees  again  this  year.  The  amount  of  increase  was, 
however,  not  nearly  as  large  as  a  percentage  as  either  the  increase  in 
cost  of  living  or  wages  and  salaries  in  the  community  at  large. 

OFF-CAMPUS  HOUSING 

This  year  it  was  anticipated  that  there  might  be  a  shortage  of  off- 
campus  housing  facilities.  This  problem  was  avoided  by  the  enthusi- 
astic response  which  the  public  of  Ottawa  showed  to  an  appeal  made 
through  the  local  news  media.  As  a  result  it  was  possible  to  list  1 ,225 
rooms  in  the  off-campus  housing  registry.  Thus,  the  number  of 
facilities  offered  were  more  than  adequate  for  our  needs. 

The  method  of  dividing  the  city  by  postal  zones,  which  was  in- 
troduced this  year,  has  proven  to  be  an  effective  means  of  listing 
rooms.  The  Ottawa  South  and  Glebe  areas  were  still  able  to  accom- 
modate the  majority  of  the  students  living  off-campus.  There  has, 
however,  been  a  perceptible  increase  in  the  number  of  accommo- 
dations which  has  been  provided  by  the  residents  of  the  west-end  of 
Ottawa. 

With  Carleton  hosting  the  Learned  Societies  during  the  month  of 
June,  it  was  necessary  to  make  the  residences  available  to  conference 
delegates.  This  necessitated  the  provision  of  off-campus  housing 
facilities  for  a  large  number  of  students  who  wanted  to  stay  in  resi- 
dence. Due  to  the  generous  response  of  the  citizens  of  Ottawa  there 
were  no  difficulties  encountered  in  providing  accommodation  during 
the  summer  months. 

As  in  the  past,  the  Women's  Alumni  Association  and  the  Overseas 
Student  Reception  Committee  have  made  valuable  contributions  to 
the  off-campus  housing  office. 

STAFF  CHANGES 

Mr.  R.  A.  Brown  has  completed  one  year  as  administrative  as- 
sistant to  the  Dean  of  Students.  He  has  been  both  accommodating 
and  productive. 

Mrs.  A.  T.  Loates  was  appointed  Awards  Officer  while  her  former 
responsibility  for  Placement  has  been  assumed  by  Mrs.  Irene  Trem- 
blay. 

Mr.  J.  L.  Sevigny  has  recently  been  appointed  High  School  Liaison 
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Officer  and  will  be  an  active  member  of  staff  in  the  coming  year.

SUMMER  EMPLOYMENT 

EXPO  '67  provided  a  number  of  students  with  interesting  and  exciting 
jobs  for  the  summer.  Although  reports  of  accommodation  difficulties 
and  high  costs  almost  dissuaded  some  students  from  following 
through  with  summer  employment  in  Montreal,  reports  are  already 
being  heard  of  the  wonderful  experience  students  are  gaining. 

Changes  in  Civil  Service  summer  employment  procedures  left 
numerous  top  students  who  had  spent  previous  summers  in  govern- 
ment employment  without  jobs. 

New  sources  were  explored  to  obtain  other  summer  jobs  for 
Carleton  students  and  a  resulting  number  of  interesting  positions 
became  available.  Calls  to  the  University  for  construction  work  were 
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few,  probably  due  to  the  large  number  of  students  from  other  Uni- 
versities applying  directly  to  Ottawa  construction  companies.  Ottawa, 
being  the  major  city  in  Ontario  within  easy  travelling  distance  of 
EXPO,  was  extremely  popular. 

Four  hundred  individual  positions  were  made  known  to  the  place- 
ment office  for  summer  employment  —  approximately  fifty  percent 
for  male  students,  twenty  percent  for  female  and  thirty  percent  for 
male  or  female. 

Owing  to  the  increased  activity  in  the  summer  employment  section 
re-organization  plans  have  been  formulated  to  provide  a  more 
efficient  service. 

PART-TIME  EMPLOYMENT 

Over  130  part-time  jobs  were  available  through  the  placement 
office.  The  number  of  students  seeking  part-time  employment  was 
heavier  at  the  start  of  the  year.  Although  there  was  an  increase  in  the 
number  of  applicants  and  jobs  available,  by  February  finding  students 
who  could  work  out  lucrative  hours  of  employment  was  difficult. 
Places  of  employment  and  difficulties  of  transportation  were  dis- 
couraging to  the  students. 

STUDENT  PLACEMENT 

With  160  recruiting  companies  on  campus  this  year  and  approxi- 
mately 2,225  interviews  held,  recruiting  space  and  time  was  filled  to 
capacity. 

All  graduating  students  were  mailed  a  graduate  recruitment  booklet 
in  October  1966,  listing  all  companies  booked  for  recruiting  visits. 
Attached  is  a  report  on  1967  graduating  students.

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ATHLETIC  DEPARTMENT 

Each  new  year  of  athletic  activity  has  its  own  unique  achievements 
to  set  it  apart  from  previous  years.  1966-67  will  well  be  remembered 
as  a  year  of  outstanding  performances  in  the  individual  sports. 

The  tennis  team  under  the  enthusiastic  coaching  of  Professor 
Scanlon  swept  over  the  opposition  in  both  the  zone  semi-finals  held  in 
Kingston  and  the  league  finals  one  week  later  in  St.  Jean,  Quebec. 
The  team  lost  only  one  match  of  18  played  to  gain  the  conference 
championship  for  the  first  time  ever. 

Carleton's  first  gymnastics  team  won  the  Ottawa-St.  Lawrence 
Athletic  Association's  inaugural  championship  meet,  and  four  Carle- 
ton  members  were  selected  to  represent  the  Association  in  the 
National  Championships  in  Edmonton. 

Both  the  ski  and  fencing  teams  won  championships.  For  the  ski 
team  it  was  a  return  to  a  position  long  dominated  by  previous 
Carleton  ski  teams.  However,  the  fencing  team's  victory  was  a 
Carleton  first  and  it  represented  four  years  of  dedicated  effort  by 
fencing  master  Dr.  John  ApSimon.  The  fencing  team  supplied  four 
team  members  for  the  Ottawa-St.  Lawrence  Athletic  Association's 
entry  in  the  Canadian  Intercollegiate  Athletic  Union  national  cham- 
pionships while  the  entire  ski  team,  with  only  three  additions  from 
other  universities,  represented  the  Ottawa-St.  Lawrence  Athletic 
Association  at  Banff. 

The  golf  team  finished  second  in  a  ten  team  field  and  the  curling 
team,  after  losing  its  first  match,  won  the  remaining  games  to  take 
the  consolation  championship. 

In  the  intercollegiate  team  sports  Carleton  teams  were  consistently 
top  contenders.  The  basketball  team,  composed  of  eight  freshmen 
and  only  two  veterans,  finished  a  strong  third  in  a  nine  team  league. 
The  football  team  finished  fourth  in  the  Ontario  Intercollegiate  Foot- 
ball Conference  with  4  wins  and  3  losses,  and  for  the  third  consecu- 
tive year  set  an  attendance  record  (7,200)  for  the  Panda  Game 
Classic.  The  interest  in  the  Panda  Game  has  grown  considerably  in 
recent  years,  and  students  and  alumni  have  made  this  game  the  high- 
light of  the  homecoming  weekend.  One  of  the  new  events  of  this 
weekend  was  a  war  canoe  race  on  the  Rideau  Canal  between  the 
University  of  Ottawa  and  Carleton.  The  Carleton  crew  won  by 
several  lengths  and  received  a  golden  paddle  presented  by  Students' 
Council  for  annual  competition  in  this  event. 

Although  the  hockey  team's  performance  was  somewhat  weaker 
than  the  previous  year,  Ken  Dyer,  the  team's  goalie,  was  honoured 
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by  the  Athletic  Board  as  the  University's  outstanding  athlete  for  the 
year. 

The  soccer  team  finished  with  an  identical  6-1  record  to  the  1965- 
66  season,  but  failed  to  retain  the  conference  championship  as  Loyola 
College  went  undefeated  in  all  seven  games. 

The  women's  program  received  considerable  impetus  from  Miss 
Sandra  Bowes  the  Athletic  Department's  first  full-time  woman  staff 
member.  Miss  Bowes  coordinated  the  tennis  team's  practice  periods 
with  those  of  the  men's  team,  in  order  to  provide  more  demanding 
practice  sessions  for  the  girls.  The  benefits  of  this  experiment  became 
evident  when  the  team  tied  with  the  University  of  Toronto  for  top 
laurels  in  the  University  of  Waterloo's  Invitational  Tournament. 

The  women's  basketball  team,  playing  for  the  first  time  under 
new  rules  similar  to  the  men's  game,  had  difficulty  adjusting  early 
in  the  season.  However,  by  late  February  the  team  enjoyed  con- 
siderable success  in  the  Conference  Tournament  by  defeating  Sir 
George  Williams  and  York  Universities  handily.  Only  a  narrow  loss 
21-22  to  Waterloo  eliminated  their  hopes  for  a  clean  sweep  at  the 
Tournament. 

The  volleyball  team,  composed  mostly  of  new  students,  had  a  6-0 
record  in  league  play  and  was  second  to  the  University  of  Toronto 
in  the  Queen's  Invitational. 

Both  the  men's  and  women's  intramural  programs  enjoyed  new 
growth.  Mr.  Kim  McCuaig,  a  new  member  of  staff,  succeeded  in 
providing  a  program  which  enticed  700  members  of  the  university 
community  to  participate  in  the  men's  division.  Four  teams  from  Arts, 
two  from  Commerce,  three  from  Engineering,  three  from  Science, 
md  one  composed  of  faculty  members  competed  for  the  intramural 
trophy  which  was  ultimately  won  by  Science  '68.  The  women's  section 
established  an  athletic  board  to  formulate  intramural  policy,  handle 
protests  and  select  winners.  Over  192  women  students  participated 
in  the  program  which  included  badminton,  basketball,  broomball, 
volleyball  and  flag  football. 

A  new  dimension  was  added  to  the  Department's  program  as  Miss 
Bowes  and  Mr.  McCuaig  combined  to  conduct  noon  hour  fitness 
classes.  Two  groups  of  twenty  people,  mostly  members  of  faculty 
and  staff,  each  received  instruction  twice  weekly.  Although  the  pro- 
gram was  reasonably  successful  there  was  some  disappointment  due 
to  the  small  turn  out  of  students  for  the  classes. 

Next  year  the  gymnasium  facilities  will  be  increased  to  provide 
squash  courts,  apparatus  room,  combatives  room,  additional  locker 
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rooms  and  an  enlarged  gym  floor.  These  facilities  will  not  only  add 
considerable  variety  to  athletics  at  Carleton,  but  they  will  also  permit 
a  far  greater  number  of  students  and  faculty  to  benefit  from  regular 
physical  activity.

Successes,  failures,  new  ideas,  old  themes,  crises  and  day-to-day 
events  were  just  as  typical  of  the  activities  of  students  in  1966-67  as 
they  have  been  in  previous  years.  But  throughout  it  all,  certain  trends 
are  evident  —  increasing  concern  for  academic  matters,  discontent 
with  existing  financial  programs  designed  to  lower  barriers  to  post- 
secondary  education,  a  desire  to  increase  contact  between  students 
and  faculty  and  a  more  intensive  questioning  of  the  traditional  areas 
of  activity  of  the  Students'  Association. 

With  the  large  influx  of  new  students,  the  size  and  number  of 
clubs  increased,  as  did  their  demands  on  the  Students'  Association 
budget.  Some  of  these  clubs  provoked  considerable  controversy  — 
especially  the  Communist  Club,  the  Birth  Control  Club,  and  the  Com- 
mittee to  end  the  War  in  Vietnam.  The  latter  of  these  managed  to 
stimulate  heated  debate  in  the  tunnels  which  was  loud  enough  to  be 
heard  over  the  blare  of  the  latest  Simon  and  Garfunkle  recording. 

The  traditional  publications  —  The  Carleton,  the  Raven,  the 
Halcyon,  the  Handbook  and  the  Directory  made  their  appearance 
as  usual.  An  expanded  Halcyon  provided  for  the  expression  of 
artistic  as  well  as  literary  talent.  The  Course  Calendar  made  its 
appearance  early  in  September  and  although  it  met  with  criticism 
regarding  its  cost  and  the  readability  of  its  statistics,  it  was  probably 
the  best  course  critique  produced  by  Canadian  students  in  recent 
years. 

Plans  for  the  University  Union  proceeded  apace  and  the  prelimi- 
nary architectural  drawings  are  now  available.  Some  of  the  financial 
arrangements  have  been  agreed  upon  and  the  plans  to  hire  a  union 
director  should  be  completed  this  summer. 

Student  interest  in  university  government  increased  this  year,  es- 
pecially with  regard  to  student  representation  on  governing  bodies 
and  the  degree  of  secrecy  in  deciding  policy  matters.  The  Students' 
Council  elections  in  March  saw  a  high  degree  of  interest  and  concern 
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over  such  matters.  The  large  majority  given  to  Bert  Painter  reaffirmed 
the  belief  that  students  want  a  student  government  which  is  involved 
in  issues  relating  to  the  quality  of  their  education. 

There  was  similar  discussion  about  the  principles  of  student 
government,  the  role  of  the  student  and  the  role  of  the  national 
student  union.  In  late  January  a  symposium  was  held  in  the  Gatineau 
Hills  to  discuss  these  fundamental  issues  and  if  all  the  answers  were 
not  forthcoming,  at  least  some  of  the  problems  were  more  clearly 
defined. 

The  structure  of  student  government  itself  underwent  an  extensive 
overhaul  this  year  and  an  attempt  was  made  to  make  it  more 
democratic  and  representative  by  severely  limiting  the  traditional 
powers  of  the  executive  and  placing  the  greater  burden  of  respon- 
sibility upon  the  larger  Council.  At  the  same  time  a  more  equitable 
system  of  representation  on  the  Council  was  devised. 

In  October  student  demonstrations  occurred  throughout  the  prov- 
ince to  protest  the  new  Province  of  Ontario  Student  Awards  Plan 
and  Carleton  students  joined  with  those  from  the  other  institutions 
of  post-secondary  education  in  Ottawa  in  a  march  to  the  Garden  of 
the  Provinces.  Efforts  by  students,  faculty  and  members  of  adminis- 
tration across  the  province  have  brought  considerable  revisions  to 
the  plan  this  year. 

Social  events  were  as  successful  as  ever  —  especially  Winter 
Weekend  and  the  newly  instituted  'Homecoming'  which  aimed  to 
strengthen  the  ties  between  alumni  and  the  University  as  a  whole. 
Due  to  the  efforts  of  those  involved  in  the  planning,  'Homecoming' 
promises  to  become  an  important  tradition  at  Carleton. 

Next  year  promises  to  be  one  in  which  greater  efforts  will  be  made 
by  students  to  work  with  both  faculty  and  administration  in  an 
attempt  to  make  the  educational  experience  at  Carleton  a  creative 
and  meaningful  one.  May  their  efforts  be  successful.

COUNSELLING  AND  HEALTH  SERVICES 

During  1966-67  the  counselling  and  health  services  were  reorganized 
and  expanded  in  an  effort  to  meet  needs  within  the  university  com- 
munity. A  full-time  director  was  employed  to  administer  and  co- 
ordinate both  services.  A  part-time  consulting  psychiatrist,  Dr.  Brian 
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O'Brien,  was  brought  on  staff  and  Dr.  Jean  Davey  was  employed  as 
the  university  physician  on  a  half-time  basis.  Mr.  David  Bernhardt 
continued  his  services  in  counselling;  Miss  Bayley,  the  university 
nurse,  again  made  a  valuable  contribution  operating  the  medical 
clinic. 

It  is  apparent  that  there  is  a  growing  need  for  counselling  and 
health  services  as  the  University  increases  in  size.  During  the  pre- 
vious year,  1,186  students  and  staff  contacted  the  medical  clinic  for 
a  total  of  1,746  visits.  In  comparison,  a  total  of  3,572  visits  were 
made  by  2,624  individuals  in  1966-67.  Having  the  physician  on  a 
half-time  basis  made  it  possible  for  her  to  see  1,152  more  students 
than  were  seen  by  the  medical  adviser  during  the  previous  year. 

A  similar  comparison  in  the  counselling  and  psychiatric  service 
is  not  possible  because  the  program  and  staffing  for  1966-67  was 
considerably  different  than  in  previous  years.  However,  during  this 
year  182  students  were  seen  for  534  appointments.  The  counsellors 
saw  147  students  for  410  appointments;  the  psychiatrist  had  124  con- 
sultations with  35  students.  Seventy-one  percent  were  seen  for  one 
or  two  interviews;  19%  had  three  to  six,  8%  seven  to  fourteen,  and 
2%  had  in  excess  of  15.  The  maximum  number  of  interviews  for  an 
individual  student  was  34.  In  addition  to  seeing  students  individually, 
the  psychiatrist  established  a  group  for  therapy  in  November  which 
met  weekly  for  the  remainder  of  the  academic  year. 

Although  it  needs  to  be  emphasized  all  participation  in  the  pro- 
gram is  voluntary,  it  is  of  interest  to  note  the  breakdown  of  referrals 
to  the  counselling  service.  Of  the  total  seen,  42%  were  self  referred; 
25%  came  at  the  suggestion  of  members  of  staff  (academic  and  ad- 
ministrative); the  medical  staff  referred  10%  as  did  other  students. 
The  remaining  12%  came  at  the  suggestion  of  parents  or  others  from 
outside  the  University. 

Members  of  staff  were  actively  involved  in  other  than  just  thera- 
peutic areas  during  the  past  year.  The  medical  personnel  processed 
the  physical  examination  reports  for  incoming  students  and  organized 
the  chest  x-ray  survey.  Both  programs  obtained  a  much  better 
response  than  in  previous  years.  The  medical  officer  co-operated 
with  the  Ottawa  City  Health  Department  in  the  follow-up  of  over- 
seas students  coming  from  areas  endemic  for  cholera  and  smallpox. 
Contact  was  also  made  with  the  food  services  regarding  the  main- 
tenance of  standards  of  hygiene.  There  was  a  remarkably  low  in- 
cidence of  contagious  illness  among  the  university  population. 

The  counsellors  were  active  intramurally  serving  as  resource 
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personnel  in  the  orientation  programs  for  freshman  and  residence 
fellows,  and  for  a  retreat  sponsored  by  the  Students'  Association;  on 
several  occasions  they  were  asked  to  speak  to  student  groups.  Ex- 
tramurally,  staff  talked  to  high  school  students  planning  to  attend 
university,  participated  in  a  seminar  on  student  anxiety  at  Queen's 
University,  and  were  involved  in  the  organization  of  provincial  and 
national  college  health  associations.  This  spring  Carleton  hosted  the 
first  council  meeting  of  the  Ontario  College  Health  Association.  In- 
formal consultations  were  requested  of  all  members  of  the  depart- 
ment throughout  the  year. 

If  all  goes  according  to  plan,  the  counselling  and  health  program 
should  be  more  effective  during  the  coming  year.  New,  centrally 
located  and  more  adequate  facilities  will  be  made  available.  The 
psychiatrist  will  be  doubling  the  amount  of  time  at  the  University. 
These  factors,  coupled  with  the  experience  of  the  past  year,  should 
make  it  possible  for  the  services  to  be  of  greater  value.

Alumni  and  students  worked  together  on  the  first  joint  Fall  Home- 
coming program  —  Panda  Game,  dances,  a  barbecue,  floats  on  the 
canal,  and  a  Carleton- University  of  Ottawa  canoe  race.  It  was  a 
tremendous  success  —  instant  tradition!  It  could  eventually  blossom 
into  a  Fall  event  of  interest  to  all  citizens  of  Ottawa.  Co-chairmen 
were  Mr.  Clifford  T.  Kelley,  B.A.  '54,  for  the  alumni,  and  Mr.  Rick 
Anderson  for  the  students. 

The  Alumni  Survey,  a  printed  questionnaire  mailed  to  all  alumni 
in  March  1967,  had  three  main  purposes:  to  discover  what  image 
the  Alumni  Association  has  in  the  eyes  of  its  members;  to  seek  alumni 
who  would  be  willing  to  help  the  Association  with  present  and  new 
projects;  and  to  assist  the  Alumni  Office  in  establishing  more  de- 
tailed records  on  Carleton  alumni  —  to  the  benefit  of  the  office,  the 
alumni,  and  academic  departments  in  the  University. 

The  Alumni  Association,  and  office,  was  without  an  Alumni 
Executive  Secretary  in  the  period  between  the  resignation  of  Miss 
Margaret  MacDonald,  B.A.  '66,  on  December  31,  and  the  appoint- 
ment of  Mr.  Brian  A.  Blevins,  B.A.  '66  B.J.  '67,  on  April  27,  1967. 
Mr.  Donald  M.  Pattison,  B.A.  '66,  of  the  Information  Office,  was 
pinch-hitter  during  this  period  which  included  the  Phase  II  operation 
of  the  Alumni  Division  of  the  Carleton  University  Campaign. 

Dr.  Grace  E.  Maynard,  B.A.  '51,  continued  as  Chairman  of  the 
Alumni  Division  of  the  Campaign,  and  during  Phase  II,  alumni  con- 
tributions and  pledges  rose  from  $34,155  to  $43,929.  A  key  factor 
in  the  increase  was  a  telephone  blitz  conducted  in  Ottawa  with  Mr. 
James  P.  Robb,  B.A.  '50,  B.J.  '51,  as  Blitz  Chairman. 

Mr.  Charles  L.  Jeffrey,  B.Sc.  '58,  Past  President,  became  one  of 
three  alumni  representatives  on  the  Board  of  Governors  in  the  fall  of 
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1966,  when  the  two-year  term  of  Mr.  Robert  D.  Frayne,  B.A.  '53, 
BJ.  '54,  ended. 

The  Ottawa  and  Toronto  alumni  branches  held  social  events 
during  the  year;  a  party  was  held  for  Montreal  alumni,  and  Northern 
California  graduates  had  a  get-together.  The  Alumnae  Association 
also  held  several  events,  including  one  for  women  students  from 
overseas.

THE  CARLETON  UNIVERSITY  CAMPAIGN 

Carleton's  four-year  campaign  for  $3,000,000  is  now  in  its  second 
year  and  $2,174,607  had  been  received  by  the  end  of  June  1967 
from  8,451  companies  and  individuals,  both  in  Ottawa  and  across 
Canada. 

This  is  more  money  than  has  ever  been  raised  by  Carleton  before 
and  we  owe  an  enormous  debt  of  gratitude  to  our  contributors  and  to 
our  large  team  of  campaign  leaders,  committee  members,  team  cap- 
tains and  canvassers  who  are  working  so  hard  under  the  leadership 
of  Mr.  F.  K.  Venables  of  the  Board  of  Governors. 

While  we  can  take  satisfaction  in  the  results  to  date,  we  must  also 
realize  that  a  very  large  sum  of  money  must  still  be  found  during  the 
next  two  years,  if  we  are  to  achieve  our  minimum  goal  of  $3,000,000. 
Indeed,  it  is  becoming  obvious  that  this  goal  must  be  passed  to  keep 
up  with  the  constantly  increasing  capital  costs  necessary  to  build 
facilities  fast  enough  to  accommodate  the  increasing  enrolment  ex- 
pected over  the  next  few  years. 

BEQUEST  PROGRAM 

Our  Bequest  Committee,  under  the  leadership  of  Mr.  A.  B.  R.  Law- 
rence of  the  Board  of  Governors,  has  continued  with  the  dissemina- 
tion of  information  concerning  bequests  to  Carleton  University  and 
we  are  deeply  grateful  for  the  number  of  bequests  received,  or  of 
which  we  have  been  notified,  during  the  past  year.  These  gifts  will 
provide  educational  opportunities  year  after  year  for  our  students. 

A  special  sub-committee  has  been  set  up,  under  the  Chairmanship 
of  Mr.  Denis  A.  Ross,  to  examine  certain  aspects  of  deferred  giving 
programs  and  to  make  recommendations  concerning  their  implemen- 
tation in  our  overall  program. 
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THE  FRIENDS  OF  CARLETON 

Annual  gifts  from  the  Friends  of  Carleton  have,  in  the  past,  been 
channeled  into  the  regular  operating  costs  of  the  University,  but 
early  this  year  it  was  announced  that  they  would  be  used  for  scholar- 
ships and  bursaries.  Under  existing  Ontario  Government  regulations 
we  are  no  longer  permitted  to  use  regular  income  for  scholarships  and 
bursaries  and  some  students  do  not  qualify  for  financial  aid  under 
the  Ontario  Student  Awards  Plan.  Mr.  Ayton  Keyes  has  again  been 
the  Chairman  of  our  annual  Friends  of  Carleton  fund,  which  had 
received  $5,085  by  the  end  of  July  and  will  make  possible  15 
scholarships  for  Carleton  students,  and  a  further  amount  of  money 
will  provide  bursaries  for  students  in  financial  need. 

ANNUAL-GIVING  STUDY 

The  Board  of  Governors  Development  Committee,  under  the  Chair- 
manship of  Mr.  F.  K.  Venables,  has  prepared  a  long-range  study  of 
Carleton's  development  activities  based  on  the  priority  needs  of  the 
University,  and  this  plan  has  been  adopted  as  a  master-guide  for  our 
operations.  Many  of  our  donors  have  stated  their  preference  to  regular 
annual  support  of  Carleton  and  new  volunteer  committees  will  be 
established  in  the  months  ahead,  both  as  an  endeavour  to  present  a 
total  picture  of  our  needs,  and  also  as  an  opportunity  for  more  mem- 
bers of  the  community  to  aid  in  our  growth. 

DEVELOPMENT  OFFICE  STAFF 

Mr.  S.  B.  Fraser  has  been  appointed  Assistant  Development  Officer 
and  will  be  responsible  for  aiding  in  the  organization  of  annual-giving 
operations.  His  many  years  of  experience  with  the  United  Appeal 
will  be  of  great  assistance  as  we  continue  to  expand  our  activities  in 
this  area. 

The  staff  have  extended  our  records  on  corporate,  individual 
and  foundation  support  and  we  have  been  issued  Licence 
#  005  1912-20-10  by  the  Department  of  National  Revenue  which, 
under  the  new  regulations  that  came  into  effect  in  January  1967, 
authorizes  Carleton  to  issue  receipts  for  Income  Tax  purposes  for 
all  gifts  aiding  the  University  and  its  programs.

Information  Office 


The  largest  project  undertaken  by  this  office  was  the  preparation  for, 
and  assistance  with,  news  media  coverage  of  the  May- June  meetings 
of  the  Royal  Society  and  the  Learned  Societies  of  Canada.  Both  the 
news  media  and  the  Societies  appeared  to  be  pleased  with  our  opera- 
tion, and  I  am  happy  to  report  that  Mrs.  G.  B.  Patterson,  BJ. 
(Carleton),  who  was  in  charge  of  these  arrangements  for  our  office, 
has  been  appointed  Acting  Information  Officer  as  I  resign  from 
Carleton  to  be  married  and  take  up  residence  in  Montreal. 

This  office  also  took  over  for  the  first  time  the  selection  and  book- 
ings, as  well  as  publicity  for  Carleton's  non-academic  Summer  Pro- 
gram of  concerts,  poetry  readings  and  film  showings,  and  also  for 
the  first  time  worked  with  faculty  representatives  and  the  students' 
Cultural  Committee  in  making  arrangements  for  the  lighter  aspects 
of  the  winter  program  of  entertainment  for  the  community. 

On  the  publications'  side,  we  prepared  a  new  general  information 
booklet  about  the  University;  wrote  quarterly  News  Bulletins  for 
major  donors  to  the  Carleton  University  Campaign;  and  assisted  the 
Development  Office  in  preparing  a  special  brochure  for  the  Bequest 
Program,  and  the  pamphlet  for  Phase  II  of  the  Carleton  University 
Campaign. 

For  the  third  consecutive  year,  this  office  was  deeply  involved  with 
the  special  courses  on  public  relations  which  are  co-sponsored  by  the 
Canadian  Public  Relations  Society,  Ottawa,  and  Carleton's  School 
of  Journalism.  A  total  of  198  persons  were  enrolled  in  the  Basic 
Course  and  97  in  the  Advanced  Course. 

The  President's  Committee  on  Paintings  and  Sculptures  provided 
another  interesting  phase  for  our  activities,  and  this  office  now  plans 
to  prepare  a  catalogue  of  Carleton's  steadily  growing  collection  of 
works  of  art. 

We  continued  to  assist  the  Registrar's  Office  with  arrangements 
for  visits  of  high  school  students,  and  worked  with  Mr.  John  Barkley 
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in  preparing  a  portable  display  about  Carleton  for  the  use  of  Univer- 
sity members  going  afield  to  speak  to  high  school  groups. 

In  special  events,  we  worked  with  the  Marshal  of  Convocation  on 
arrangements  for  four  Convocations;  and  did  much  of  the  planning 
for  the  cornerstone  ceremony  for  The  Loeb  Building,  and  for  the 
special  ceremony  for  the  awarding  of  scholarships  and  prizes  in  the 
fall. 

The  above  duties  have  been  carried  out  amidst  our  churning  out 
of  regular  news  stories  about  the  University;  contacts  with  members 
of  news  media;  constant  telephone  calls;  ticket  sales  for  cultural 
events;  and  a  minus-one  staff  situation  from  December  31  to  April 
27. 

Our  greatest  failing,  I  feel,  has  been  in  not  being  able  to  do  more 
stories  on  faculty  and  graduate  students'  research  at  Carleton.  To 
remedy  this  situation,  Mr.  Guy  R.  Simser,  B.A.  (Queen's),  B.J. 
(Carleton),  has  been  appointed  Publications  Officer.  Faculty  research 
stories,  and  some  publications,  will  be  his  most  specific  areas  of 
operation.  With  the  departure  of  Mr.  Donald  M.  Pattison,  B.A. 
(Carleton),  Mr.  Christopher  G.  Jermyn,  B.A.,  B.J.  (Carleton)  was 
appointed  Information  Writer. 

I  am  sorry  to  be  leaving  Carleton  after  a  happy  six-year  period 
of  good  co-operation  and  understanding  from  faculty,  administration, 
students  and  alumni,  and  an  excellent  and  heart-warming  relationship 
within  my  own  office.  Chief  among  my  regrets  is  the  fact  that  my 
departure  again  leaves  the  office  minus-one.

Historical  Highlights 


In  25  years,  Carleton  University  has  grown 
from  a  small  evening  college  to  an  inter- 
nationally recognized  university  on  a 
modern  campus. 

Founded  in  1 942  as  a  non-denomi- 
national, private  and  co-educational 
college,  Carleton's  first  classes  were  held 
in  the  evening  in  scattered  rented  quarters. 
Dr.  Henry  Marshall  Tory,  Carleton's 
founding  president,  and  a  committee  of 
interested  Ottawa  citizens  recognized 
that  the  war  had  interrupted  the  studies 
of  many  young  Canadians,  and  that  the 
nation's  capital  had  drawn  many  who 
were  potential  students,  and  potential 
instructors.

The  first  degrees  of  Carleton  College 
were  awarded  in  1  946,  three  in  journalism 
and  three  in  public  administration — both 
unique  in  Canada's  university  pattern. 
Subject  was  added  to  subject  as  the 
enrolment  increased  and  a  building  in 
Ottawa's  Glebe  area  brought  all  faculty 
and  students  together  in  1  946  for  the 
first  time. 

In  1 957,  as  a  result  of  an  Act  of  the 
Ontario  Legislature,  Carleton  became 
Carleton  University  in  name  as  well  as  in 
status.  The  present  campus  was  occupied 
in  1  959,  on  a  1  30-acre  site  located 
between  the  Rideau  River  and  Rideau 
Canal. 

In  1  967  Carleton  acquired  the  St.  Patrick's 
College  property  from  the  English  Oblates 
of  Eastern  Canada  and  established  a 
new  division  of  the  Faculty  of  Arts  to  be 
called  St.  Patrick's  College.  Simultane- 
ously, the  School  of  Social  Work  there 
became  a  school  of  Carleton  University. 

Today  Carleton  continues  to  share  the 
foresight  of  its  founders  as  it  expands  its 
facilities,  teaching  staff,  and  courses  to 
meet  growing  demands.  By  1 970.  about 
7,000  full-time  students  are  anticipated. 
Carleton's  major  programs  are  offered 
through  the  faculties  of  arts,  science,  and 
engineering,  and  post-graduate  study 
is  available  in  23  disciplines.

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Report  of  the  Bursar 


In  addition  to  continuing  growth,  two  other  major  factors  of  univer- 
sity life  have  had  an  influence  on  the  administrative  process  during 
the  past  year.  A  growing  interest  in  university  government,  and 
formula  financing  gave  new  dimensions  to  the  management  of  the 
business  operations  of  the  University. 

During  the  past  year  both  the  federal  and  provincial  governments 
have  established  new  policies  for  distributing  money  to  universities. 
These  policies  are  based  on  the  need  of  the  universities  for  massive 
amounts  of  money,  the  necessity  of  maintaining  constitutional  rela- 
tionships between  the  federal  and  provincial  roles,  and  a  desire  on 
the  part  of  governments  to  avoid  unnecessary  involvement  in  the 
operations  of  the  University.  The  result  of  these  policies  has  been  the 
development  of  formulas  with  weighted  units  which  are  based  on 
estimates  of  university  cost.  This  process  has  given  the  university 
administrators  two  major  tasks:  one  is  the  analysis  of  our  present  per- 
formance in  the  form  of  cost  studies  so  that  universities,  the  various 
levels  of  government,  and  other  interested  bodies  will  have  the  neces- 
sary information  on  which  to  develop  these  formulas;  the  other  is 
the  revision  in  our  own  methods  of  financial  operation  and  planning 
so  that  we  can  adapt  to  the  new  definitions,  regulations,  and  patterns. 

The  examination  of  university  government  has  been  an  interesting 
exercise  in  attempting  to  define  rather  more  carefully  the  role  of  the 
University  and  particularly  of  its  parts  in  the  decision  making  process. 
The  new  climate  of  active  questioning  of  traditional  roles,  which  to 
some  extent  both  gave  rise  to  the  examination  and  resulted  from  it, 
has  in  itself  some  observable  effects  on  the  administrative  structure 
and  staff.  One  of  these  is  the  stimulation  provided  by  questioning  of 
past  practices.  There  is,  however,  a  finite  number  of  problems  that 
can  be  given  careful  attention  at  any  one  time.  On  some  days  it 
seems  that  the  problems  associated  with  growth  would  by  themselves 
provide  sufficient  stimulus.  Finally  this  questioning  spirit  has,  I  be- 
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lieve,  been  mistaken  by  some  as  personal  criticism  of  performance. 
I  hope  that  it  will  continue  to  be  possible  to  carry  on  a  spirited  debate 
in  a  mature  manner  on  questions  of  principle  while  still  cooperating 
in  the  implementation  of  the  old  policy  until  the  new  one  has  been 
hammered  out  and  the  method  of  implementing  it  decided. 

It  has  been  a  tradition  at  Carleton  to  ask  faculty  and  students  to 
join  with  the  administrative  officers  on  committees  which  oversee  the 
operations  of  the  various  service  facilities  of  the  University.  This 
year  two  more  of  these  committees  were  formed;  one  is  the  Residence 
Administration  Committee  and  the  other  is  the  Bookstore  Advisory 
Committee,  the  latter  to  start  work  next  year.  These  committees, 
coupled  with  the  Traffic  Committee,  the  Food  Services  Committee, 
and  the  various  building  sub-committees,  provide  the  business  officers 
with  the  opportunity  to  measure  the  effect  of  present  university 
practices  as  well  as  to  secure  guidance  in  areas  of  policy  development. 

As  in  other  years  the  physical  growth  of  the  University  has  had 
an  effect  on  the  operation  of  the  Bursar's  Office.  This  year  saw  the 
completion  of  several  capital  projects  with  all  the  usual  abundant 
problems  of  cleaning  up  deficiencies,  moving  in,  and  operating  and 
maintaining  a  larger  physical  plant.  There  has  been  a  short  pause 
between  the  completion  of  this  phase  of  the  building  program  and 
the  beginning  of  the  next.  It  has  been  with  some  relief  and  sense  of 
accomplishment  that  we  have  been  able  to  enjoy  a  spring  without  the 
University  being  a  clutter  of  large  construction  sites,  equipment, 
excavation,  and  piles  of  earth;  and  it  has  also  been  a  change  to  see 
many  areas  of  the  campus  landscaped. 

We  are  now  on  the  verge  of  a  rather  massive  (at  least  in  our  terms) 
construction  program,  and  again  the  ingenuity  of  the  planning  and 
construction  staff  will  be  tested  in  the  face  of  major  dislocations  of 
a  variety  of  facilities.  The  University  has  survived  this  type  of  on- 
slaught before  and  I  am  confident  that  the  good  humour  of  the 
faculty  and  students,  while  it  may  again  be  tested  to  the  limit,  will 
bear  with  the  many  inconveniences  which  we  will  have  to  face,  and 
that  they  will  cooperate  with  the  staff  in  overcoming  these  obstacles 
so  that  the  work  of  the  University  will  continue  during  this  period. 

Growth  has  its  effects  as  well  on  the  staff  of  the  University.  A 
dramatic  illustration  of  this  in  the  past  year  has  been  the  beginning 
of  the  job  evaluation  program.  It  is  the  process  by  which  jobs  are 
formally  categorized  and  defined  so  that  the  wage  structure  for  the 
staff  is  made  as  equitable  and  fair  as  possible.  This  study  is  a  direct 
result  of  our  growth  in  size,  and  it  is  with  some  regret  that  the  Uni- 
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versity  embarks  on  such  a  program  because  it  means  that  there  is 
some  loss  in  the  personal  relationship  because  of  the  tendency  in- 
duced by  such  a  classification  system  to  put  emphasis  on  the  job 
rather  than  on  the  individual. 

This  year  has  provided  the  administration  of  the  University  with 
two  unique  opportunities.  They  are  unique  not  only  by  virtue  of  the 
fact  that  they  are  not  likely  to  occur  again,  but  also  because  they 
have  a  beginning  and  an  end  —  not  like  most  other  aspects  of  our 
work  which  have  a  continuing  involvement. 

I  refer  to  the  negotiations  with  St.  Patrick's  College  and  the 
meetings  on  campus  this  year  of  the  Royal  Society  of  Canada  and 
the  Learned  Societies.  In  both  of  these  cases  the  work  of  the  Bursar's 
Office  was  to  facilitate  the  plans  and  decisions  of  the  faculty,  but 
there  were  a  number  of  interesting  problems  of  mechanics  and  or- 
ganization presented  to  the  administrative  side  of  the  University  to 
solve. 

Many  of  the  staff  in  the  Bursar's  Office  have  been  given  new 
responsibilities  and  new  duties  to  handle  the  problems  of  growth  and 
the  many  changes  that  this  year  has  brought.  Like  the  rest  of  the 
University,  we  have  had  to  add  new  people  and  set  up  new  depart- 
ments to  handle  the  growth  and  changes.  With  the  changes  to  the 
financing  arrangements  it  has  been  necessary  to  add  a  new  Assistant 
Controller  and  we  have  been  fortunate  in  obtaining  the  services  of  Mr. 
Jack  Kettles.  Mr.  Larose,  the  Controller,  and  Mr.  Jenkins,  Assistant 
Controller,  have  been  given  new  responsibilities  in  the  financial 
management  of  the  University.  Mr.  D.  C.  McEown  has  been  pre- 
paring to  relieve  me  of  my  responsibilities  as  Secretary  of  the  Board 
of  Governors.  The  job  evaluation  program  and  the  growth  of  the 
University  have  caused  the  formalization  of  the  personnel  function 
and  a  Personnel  Office  was  established  this  year  with  Mrs.  R.  Deakin 
as  its  administrative  officer.  Instructional  Aids  and  General  Services 
were  set  up  and  their  administrative  officers  are  Mr.  B.  E.  Flumer- 
felt  and  Mr.  D.  H.  Lauber. 

It  is,  I  believe,  appropriate  to  record  my  appreciation  of  the  con- 
tribution to  another  useful  year  made  by  staff  in  my  areas  of  respon- 
sibility, and  of  the  valuable  assistance  we  have  received  from  mem- 
bers of  the  faculty,  other  staff  and  students  of  the  University.

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EXPLANATORY  NOTES  TO  FINANCIAL  STATEMENTS 

Year  Ended  June  30,  1967 

1.  Details  of  mortgages  outstanding  are  as  follows: 

(1)  On  Lanark  and  Renfrew  Residences  and  University  Commons — 5%% 
due  in  2014  payable  in  instalments  of  principal  and  interest  of  $7,205.07 
per  month. 

(2)  On  Grenville  and  Russell  Residences — 53/s%  due  in  2016  payable  in 
semi-annual  instalments  of  principal  and  interest  of  $39,698.46  each. 

2.  Debentures  outstanding  at  June  30,  1967  bear  interest  at  5Vi%,  mature  at 
various  dates  between  July  16,  1994  and  June  15,  1997  and  are  payable  in 
annual  instalments  of  principal  and  interest  amounting  to  $1,279,781.14 
from  grants  by  the  Provincial  Government. 

3.  As  of  June  30,  1967  total  capital  expenditure  to  date  amounted  to 
$40,881,992.71.  These  capital  outlays  include  only  billings  to  June  30,  1967. 
Commitments  had  been  made  to  June  30,  1967  for  a  further  amount  of 
approximately  $1,466,500.00.  Since  that  date  additional  commitments  have 
been  authorized  in  the  amount  of  approximately  $2,756,000.00. 

It  is  anticipated  that  the  bulk  of  the  funds  to  meet  these  commitments  will 
be  derived  from  the  sale  of  debentures  to  the  Ontario  Universities  Capital 
Aid  Corporation. 

4.  The  University  has  entered  into  an  agreement,  effective  July  1,  1967,  to 
acquire  the  assets  of  St.  Patrick's  College,  Ottawa.  The  price  to  be  paid  for 
this  property  will  be  derived  from  the  sale  of  debentures  to  the  Ontario 
Universities  Capital  Aid  Corporation. 

5.  In  previous  years,  investment  income  derived  from  temporary  and  un- 
restricted endowment  fund  investments  was  credited  to  operating  income. 
For  the  year  ended  June  30,  1967,  this  income  amounting  to  $28,817.00 
was  credited  to  "Unexpended  restricted  current  funds"  on  the  balance  sheet. 
From  a  comparative  point  of  view,  the  effect  of  this  treatment  is  to  reduce 
the  income  for  the  current  year  from  what  it  would  otherwise  have  been  by 
$28,817.00.
